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Our lives are cast in an age which is 
at least startling, and some call it won- 
derful. This war has brought to pass 
changes in our manner of life which 
none of us has completely grasped as 
yet. 

Scientists and historians unite in say- 
ing that the explosion of the first atomic 
bomb in New Mexico was the beginning 
of a new age. Alas, it may prove to be a 
more terrible age than the awful period 
through which the world has just passed. 

But the greatest event of all time was 
not the bomb discovery; it was the com- 
ing into the world of the One who was 
Himself wonderful. The birth of Christ, 
uneventful as it seemed to a busy world, 
was the most far-reaching event in his- 
tory. That little fragment of humanity 
was to make a terrific impact on hu- 
manity. 

The atomic bomb made more noise in 
its arrival, but the name of Jesus—the 
name given to Him in His voluntary 
humiliation—will resound through time’s 
corridors when bombs are forgotten. 

The atomic bomb at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki destroyed 300,000 persons. 
Christ’s coming has brought life and 
light to millions. 

The atomic bomb was the result of 
pent-up energy released. He who was 
“released” at Christmas is the power of 
God. Yes, He is the creator of the atom! 

“Wonderful” is His name! Wonderful 
in His grace as well as in His greatness! 
Wonderful in His mercy as in His ma- 
jesty! 

Yes, and He is as wonderful in His 
patience as in His power. He might have 
destroyed the entire race of rebellious 
mortals by releasing the power in just 
a few of the atoms here and there. Or 
He might have ignored the race in its 
sin and folly. But He identified Himself 
with it. 

When we read the apostle’s explana- 
tion of it in Hebrews 2:14-16, we are 
bound to exclaim, “Wonderful!” “Foras- 
much then as the children are partakers 
of flesh and blood, he also himself like- 
wise took part of the same; that through 
death he might destroy him that had 
the power of death, that is, the devil;, 
and deliver them who through fear of

death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. For verily he took not on him 
the nature of angels; but he took on 
him the seed of Abraham.” 


Why He Came 


When our babies come into the world 
we commit them to God and begin to 
plan their lives. We understand that 
while they are bound to die eventually, 
they are born to live. 

Christ was born to die. For this cause 
He came into the world. In His own 
words, “For even the Son of man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to give his life a ransom for 
many” (Mark 10:45). 

For centuries men had thought of God 
as standing far off. Beating upon their 
breasts, they had sought to gain His at- 
tention and His help. 

Then Jesus came—God in the flesh— 
to take up His residence among men. At 
the end He was to die as a sin offering, 
but during His life He was to give evi- 
dence of God’s direct personal concern 
for individual men. And so He said, “For 
God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life” (John 3:16). 

Literature holds few sadder confessions 
than that of Heinrich Heine, the poet, 
in which he describes his agony of soul 
when sentenced to death by a fatal ill- 
ness. He made his last journey to the 
Louvre to see the art objects he had 
known so intimately and loved so well. 

At the end of a long corridor stood the 
famous marble, the Venus of Milo. “As 
I entered the hall,” he wrote, “where the 
most blessed goddess of beauty, our dear 
lady of Milo, stands on her pedestal, I 
well nigh broke down, and fell at her feet 
sobbing piteously, so that even a heart of 
stone must have softened. And the god- 
dess gazed at me compassionately, yet 
withal so comfortless, as one who should 
say, ‘Seest thou not that I have no arm 
and cannot help thee?’” 

So it is with all of this world’s gods and 
goddesses. There is no arm to save and 
no eye to pity. But God is not like that. 
He cares and does something about it. 
Christ came not merely to show the di- 
vine interest, but to provide a way of sal- 
vation. His invitation was and is, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy- 


laden, and I will give you rest” (Matt. 
11:28). 


He’s Coming Again 

Amid the confusion of the world’s aes- 
perate but seemingly futile struggle for 
peace, we should remind ourselves that 
Christ is not through with this world. 
Statesmen and others are freely proph- 
esying destruction for civilization if we 


do not control the atomic bomb, and if. 


we ‘fail to do this or that. 


Let us not lose sight of the glorious 


fact that one day Christ is coming back 
to this world. The very scene of His re- 
jection will be the scene of His vindica- 
tion. It must be so. Both revelation and 
reason unite in demanding His return. 

This glorious hope is not a novelty. 
Saints through all the ages have held it 
to their hearts as they lived through the 
dangers and uncertainties of life. 

With the feeling that it will be good 
for us “moderns,” we here append the 
great saying of John Selden, one of 
the real students of his day, who thus 
addressed himself to Archbishop Ussher, 
of biblical chronology fame: 

“I have surveyed most of the learning 
that is among the sons of men, and my 
study is filled with books and manu- 
scripts [he had eight thousand volumes 
in his library] on various subjects; but 
at present I cannot recollect any passage 
out of all my books and papers whereon 
I can rest my soul, save this from the 
sacred Scriptures: “The grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared to all 
men, teaching us that, denying ungodli- 
ness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 
who gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto himself a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works’ (Titus 2:11-14) .” 

And now we would add the prayer of 
Milton. In most, or all, of these phrases, 
many of us can join: 

“Come, therefore, O Thou that hast 
the seven stars in Thy right hand! 
Everyone can say that now certainly 
Thou hast visited this land, and hast 
not forgotten the utmost corners of the 
earth. Oh, perfect and accomplish Thy 
glorious act: for men may leave their 
work unfinished; but Thou art God, Thy 
nature is perfection! When Thou hast 
settled peace in the Church, and right- 
eous judgment in Thy kingdom, then 
shall all Thy saints address their voices of 
joy and triumph to Thee, standing on 
the shore of that Red Sea into which 
our enemies had almost driven us. 

“As Thou didst dignify our fathers’ 
days with many revelations above all the 
foregoing ages, since Thou tookest the 
fiesh, so Thou canst vouchsafe unto us, 
though unworthy, as large a portion of 
Thy Spirit as Thou pleasest: for who 
shall prejudice Thy all-governing will, 
seeing the power of Thy grace is not 
passed away with the primitive times, as 
fond and faithless men imagine, but Thy 
kingdom is now at hand, and Thou art 
standing at the door? 

“Come forth out of Thy royal chambers, 
O Prince of all the kings of the earth! 
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Put on the visible robes of Thy imperial 
majesty; take up that unlimited scepter 
which Thy almighty Father hath be- 
queathed Thee; for now the voice of Thy 
bride calls Thee, and all creatures sigh 
to be renewed.” 


Shame On Us! 


A labor leader said to us the other 
day, “Give us 5 per cent of the men in 
any shop and we’ll unionize the entire 
shop.” 

The words struck us with conviction. 
What about our Christian testimony? 
Can a 5 per cent minority of born-again 
Christians make an impact on a com- 
munity? Shouldn’t they? 

The idea suggests that these men of 
the 5 per cent (the union nucleus) go to 
work with enthusiasm, definiteness and 
persistence. 

The trouble with most of us as Christ- 
ian workers is plainly seen. If we have 
enthusiasm it is only a temporary spurt, 
and we lack persistence. And most of us 
are indefinite in our aim and efforts. Our 
soul-winning activities—if any—are 
sporadic and pointless. 

It reminds us of a parody we once saw: 
“I shot an arrow into the air; 

It fell to earth, I knew not where, 
Till a farmer said it killed his calf, 
And I had to pay him twelve and a half.” 

Of course, calves were cheaper those 
days! But the rhyme does point out the 
folly of work without aim. It’s the kind 
of “Christian work” too many are doing. 

We take off our hats to the zeal and 
the determination of the 5 per cent who 
can swing the thing. Let’s have at least 
5 per cent really at work for Christ now 
in the midst of this needy world. 


industry and Labor 


There are persons and organizations 
busily and craftily employed in sowing 
discord between industry and organized 
labor. This is tragic, because capital and 
labor are actually on the same side of 
the social conflict and should not attack 
each other. 

The real social struggle going on is be- 
tween private ownership and state social- 
ism. There are shades of this kind of 
socialism all the way from the totali- 
tarianism of communism to a modified 
type of state ownership and control. 

Under any kind of state socialism labor 
loses as much as capital. Troublemakers 
neglect to tell the workers that under 
the American system the laborer is an 
owner. 

The agitators make the charge that a 
handful of rich families own the great 
industrial corporations. This is not true. 
Just glance at these statistics as to the 
ownership of a few large corporations 
for 1944:

But in seeking the ownership of such 
companies, you must consider the fact 
that the insurance companies are repre- 
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sented in some of the figures given above. 
When a laborer takes insurance, his 
money is invested in these corporations. 
And if he has any money in the bank 
his deposit is in turn invested in some 
industrial enterprise. Otherwise the bank 
couldn’t pay expenses. So even if the 
union member is not directly a stock- 
holder he is so indirectly. The safety of 
his insurance and of his deposits depends 
on the success of certain companies. 

What the agitator fails to tell the 
worker is that under state socialism, labor 
as well as industry becomes a mere tool 
of the state. Unions are broken up and 
the worker becomes a serf. 

We take editorial space to write these 
things because we believe America has 
unnumbered enemies within her gates 
seeking to destroy the American system. 
We admit the right of other nations to 
have any political or economic form they 
choose, but we resent the attempts of any 
other nation, or of Americans who have 
accepted foreign ideologies, to attempt to 
wreck the best plan of living together 
any people has ever found. 


The Joy of Giving 

Christmas is always a time of song 
and of giving, and both of these are 
right. Even though according to Scrip- 
ture the angels said, “Glory to God in 
the highest,” Christians through the ages 
have insisted the angels sang. Why not? 
Carlyle remarked, “Music is said to be 
the speech of angels.” Perhaps among 
angels speech and song are identical. 

There was reason for gladness when 
Christmas became a reality. Christ was 
born. The eternal Son of God had en- 
tered human flesh to be the Saviour. He 
gave Himself, and thus was God’s first 
and greatest Christmas gift. 

No doubt Christmas giving has been 
abused and commercialized, but the idea 
is right. It is one of the good seasons of 
the year in which to think of gifts to the 
needy and to those who cannot exchange 
gifts with you. 

This will be a hard, dreary winter in 
furope. Of course, Europe is a long way 
from home, and it is so hard to take in 
the need of those not immediately before 
our eyes. . 

And think of the world’s need of the 
gospel, of missionary agencies, and 
schools for the preparation of Christian 
workers. 

How tragic that Christians are so im- 
pulsive in their giving! Experience and 
observation force us to the conclusion 
that Christians give on the basis of pros- 
pect—what they exrpect—rather than a 
proportion of what they have. This is 
very evident at the moment of writing 
this. Few people have less money than 
they had six months ago, but they are 
afraid the end of the war has produced 

aincertainty in their prospective earnings. 
The result is that giving to dependable 
Christian causes has dropped off seri- 
ously. Yet the Scripture teaches propor- 
tionate not prospective giving. It is not 
what we expect, but what we have which 
should determine our gifts as believers. 

“Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, as 
God hath prospered him” (I Cor. 16:2). 





They Are Coming Home 


For years we have followed young 
people in the service with prayerful in- 
terest. Perhaps there were some from 
your family; certainly from your church. 

Chaplain Donald MacKay, known to 
many of our readers as pastor of the 
great Philpott Tabernacle, Hamilton, 
Ont., has given some sound advice con- 
cerning the returning servicemen: and 
women. In a circular letter addressed to 
a list of his friends, he writes: 

“T hope you are praying daily for the 
thousands of men and women who are 
being separated from the service. It’s a 
great day in the lives of these young 
people, and I wish you could see the ex- 
pressions on their faces as they receive 
their discharge certificates and walk 
down the aisle, or from the field.

“This leads me to urge all who are pas- 
tors and workers in the home churches to 
keep in contact with the men and women 
who separate from the armed forces. I 
have always felt that I am only a minis- 
ter in uniform, and I have always sought 
to make the impression of being a ‘pas- 
tor away from home.’ Just as we have 
been privileged to mingle with these 
folks in shops, hangars, offices and on 
the line, you may do the same. Invite 
them to your church services, and bring 
them under the sound of the gospel. 

“We have tried to faithfully take. care 
of them while they were away from you. 
I don’t know of any other time when a 
greater number of people were reached 
in more ways than the men and women 
of Uncle Sam’s armed forces. Millions 
of Bibles, New Testaments, Gospels, 
tracts, and copies of literature have been 
distributed among them. They have been 
visited in hospitals, guardhouses, accom- 
panied to places of danger, lectured to 
and counseled by the chaplains. The seed 
has been sown. We have garnered some 
of the ‘first fruits,’ but I really feel the 
days of harvest are ahead. God grant 
that the harvest may come in this great 
day of world need!”

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CHRIST'S FIRST COMING 


By Canon H. P. Liddon 


The dayspring from on high hath visited us, to give light to 
them that sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace.—Luke 1:78, 79 


N CONSIDERING OUR Lorp first as the model, and then as the enlightener of 
mankind [in earlier sermons in Canon Liddon’s own pulpit], we have 
been making our way toward a third aspect of His work which His ad- 
vent suggests. He is also our deliverer from the guilt and the conse- 
quences of sin. 

Had Christ only shown us what man was meant to be, He would have 
left us with the painful conviction that we are, one and all, in different 
ways, very unlike the intended model. Had He added to this a knowledge 
of our destiny beyond the grave, and pointed out its direct connection with 
our actual state in this life, He would have heightened our misery with- 
out doing anything substantially to alleviate it. 


A REVELATION OF MORAL BEAUTY in a world of sinners, followed 
by a revelation of the consequences of sin, would have been like the torch- 
light visit of a high-spirited and inquisitive traveler to the scene of a bat- 
tlefield, when night had separated the combatants. The ground is stained 
with the disfigured bodies of the dying and the dead; the air is filled with 
the moans of the despairing sufferers; but the traveler can only bring his 
torches to light up the scene in all its horrors for those who are still able 
to take the measure of their misgry. He can only remind them, by his own 
bright appearance, of all that they have, perhaps irretrievably, lost. He is 
not a surgeon, or a hospital nurse; so he goes on his way, and night spreads 
its shroud over the scene of pain. But as he disappears into the darkness 
he is followed—well, he is not followed by the blessings of the sufferers. 

If our Lord’s advent into the world could have recalled this description, 
He would have neglected the main source of human discomfort and appre- 
hension, and indeed the cause of those other needs which have already 
been considered. 

For why has man ever lost the true ideal of his life? Why does he ever

shiver at the possibilities which surround 
his destiny? The answer is that he is 
aware, more or less dimly, of the presence 
of a fatal flaw in his nature, of a power 
which has entered into it, and put it out 
of harmony with itself and with the true 
law of its action. 

The shadow of a great failure has 
fallen upon the human family, and so in- 
dividual men, even before they begin to 
act for themselves, feel, as do persons 
born out of wedlock, that they lie under 
a disadvantage at starting, which they 
have inherited. 

As was said by a clever wit of the in- 
habitants of modern Rome, mankind in 
a natural state is born to “an inheritance 
of ruins”—ruins in the _ intelligence, 
which preserves fragments of truths that 
it once contemplated in their perfection; 
ruins in the affections, which, instead of 
rising to heaven, constantly busy them- 
selves in seeking treasures beneath the 
soil of earth; ruins in the will, which has 
lost its original force and directness, and 
too often is the slave of the passions 
which it was meant to curb. 

This is what is called the doctrine—it 
might just as well be called the fact—of 
the Fall. If the real nature and extent of 
the Fall has been mischievously exagger- 
ated in certain quarters of Christendom; 
if fallen man has been represented as 
morally so impotent that he is practically 
irresponsible, such exaggerations must 
not blind us to the truth which they dis- 
tort. 

The Fall of man is a fact which can be 
ascertained by observation. It is to be 
observed especially in man’s difficulty in 
mastering what he knows to be good—the 
better pagans were fully alive to the diffi- 
culty of virtue, in his facility of lapsing 
into what he knows to be evil; in his in- 
disposition to rise out of himself heaven- 
ward; in his secret enmity to the thought 
of a holy God; in his natural dislike and 
suspicion of his brother-man, apart from 
the ties of blood, or of self-interest; in 
the wild disorders of his own inner being; 
in the degradation of his soul, meant to 
command his body, to be its slave and, I 
may say, its victim... . 


= HAS MAN SUCCEEDED to 
this inheritance of weakness and sin? 
God did not make us as we are. He made 
our first parent a sinless being. He added 
to his stock of natural powers, instincts, 
aspirations, an endowment of grace, 
which, while it did not force him to be 
ioyal to God, made loyalty easy. Still, 
God willed to be served by a freely yielded 
service, and His gifts to Adam did not 
destroy Adam’s liberty. Adam was free 
to try the experiment of evil, if he chose; 
and, with his eyes open, he tried it. We 
know the sequel. By that one act he en- 
tered upon a life under totally new con- 
ditions. 


Sin, which had before required an ~* 


effort, became easy; virtue, which had 
been natural to him, became difficult and 
unwelcome. And what he had become, 
that his children became. He left them 
his nature, his fallen nature, with all its 
traces of a splendid past, with all its ac- 
tual and humiliating disabilities. He 
could not leave them what he had lost; 
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the robe of righteousness now lay inside 
the gates of Eden. If he transmitted his 
nature at all, he could not but leave them 
an entail of weakness and corruption, an 
inheritance of moral death. “By one man 
sin entered into the world, and death by 
sin.” 

This doctrine of the transmitted effects 
of the Fall is constantly urged against 
Christianity, as a tenet inconsistent with 
the justice of God. At any rate, my hear- 
ers, we do not escape the presumed diffi- 
culty by rejecting this particular doc- 
trine, since the same feature of the divine 
government meets us again and again 
elsewhere. 

Take the not infrequent case of a par- 
ent who fatally impairs his constitution 
by habits of intemperance or debauchery, 
and then transmits to children and 
grandchildren a weakly type of existence, 
condemning them by anticipation to an 
unusual share of disease and pain.

en ARGUMENT AGAINST ORIGI- 
NAL SIN on the score of its injustice would 
impeach the divine Creator for not hav- 
ing summarily prevented the debauched 
father from becoming a parent. Why 
does God not cut him off by death, when 
it must have been foreseen that he would 
only add to the sum of human misery? 

Or, look at the moral disadvantages 
which are entailed upon children by irre- 
ligious or immoral parents. These chil- 
dren have no choice as to where they 
will be brought up, or as to whether they 
will exist at all. Such questions are set- 
tled for them. Yet their first lessons are 
lessons of vice, of blasphemy, of dishon- 
esty, of all that will make their future 
one of utter misery, unless someone inter- 
feres. 

And it may be urged, with as much 
reason as before, that divine justice 
ought to forbid the existence of children 
in such circumstances as these; but then, 
as a matter of fact, God does nothing of 
the kind. 

Again, many a man has been born into 
the world with good abilities, ample 
means, a desire to make himself as use- 
ful as he can to his fellow creatures, and 
yet his life has from the first been over- 
shadowed by some act of his father’s, 
against the social effects of which he 
struggles in vain. Why should God give 
so much that promises future usefulness, 
and then allow all to be ruined by an 
entail of real or supposed dishonor? 

Louis XVI, as everybody knows, went 
to the. scaffgld in consequence of the 
errors of a dynasty of which he was the 
most virtuous member... . 

In short, whether we look to man’s 
physical nature, or to his moral and spir- 
itual education, or to the structure of 
human society, we see everywhere the 
same dependence of one generation of 
men upon another, in the most vital re- 
spects. Accordingly, the objection to 
original sin which we are considering is 
in reality little less than an impeachment 
of the general scheme of God’s govern- 
ment of the world. . 

True, He does break through the fatal 
entail in conspicuous instances. The Jews 
of the captivity thought it hard that they 
should be suffering for the sins of by- 
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White Christmas 


gone generations, and complained that 
“the fathers had eaten sour grapes, and 
the children’s teeth were set on edge”; 
and Ezekiel was told to assure them that, 
in their instance, every man would bear 
his own burden; the entail of punishment 
was to end. 

But the rule still holds good as part of 
God’s general government. God still deals 
with men as families, as nations, as parts 
of the entire organism of humanity, no 
less than as individuals. Clearly, in the 
last resort He has a right, as Creator, to 
do this. And if He does so, His action 
tells both ways. It is the principle of the 
restoration of man as well as of his fall. 

As Adam’s sin involves in its fatal con- 
sequences the natural family of man, so 
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Christ, the restorer, acts and suffers on 
behalf of the whole redeemed. family. 
If God sees fallen man in our first parent, 
He welcomes restored man in our Second. 
Paul balances the results and exclaims, 
“If sin hath abounded, grace hath much 
more abounded.” 


= US OBSERVE NEXT that, 
over and above this transmitted inherit- 
ance of a sinful disposition, there is the 
immeasurable mass of actual sins of 
which all human beings are guilty, of 
which every man and woman adds many 
to the existing stock. 
We are so familiar with the name and 
the fact of sin; it so clings to our whole 
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life of thought, speech and action, that 
we think as little abdéut it as of the 
weeds which grow in a country lane. But 
it is not the less serious a matter for all 
that. 

Let us ask ourselves, before we go fur- 
ther, What do we mean by sin? The 
question is a practical one for all of us. 

Do we mean by sin, thoughts, words, 
acts or habits which fall short of being 
good? Do we mean merely imperfect 
goodness, so that the contrast between a 
thief and an honest man is only a con- 
trast between the more honest man and 
the less? This has been maintained by 
able writers, but it is in contradiction to 
the sense of the human race. Sin, all the 
world over, means something resolved or 
done in opposition to good, not merely 
failure to attain it. 

- Do we mean by sin, a necessary step or 
stage in the development of a moral be- 
ing, a counterpart to those diseases 
which, although painful and weakening 
at the time, are said to purify the blood 


and strengthen the constitution? This, * 


too, has been maintained by a philosoph- 
ical school; but the common sense or 
judgment of men rejects it. 

When we name “sin,” we do not mean 
a useful factor in the progress of man 
or of society, but some thought or word 
or deed which our sense of right con- 
demns as that which ought not to be, 
whatever may or may not come of it. 

Do we, then, mean by sin animalized 
human life, consisting in the sovereignty 
of the senses of man over his reason? 
Doubtless a great deal of sin takes this 
form. But there are spiritual sins with 
which the senses have nothing whatever 
to do, such as pride, envy, and the like. 

The form of sin is one thing, the es- 
sence another. And the essence must be 
something common to sins which take a 
sensual form, and to sins which have 
nothing to do with the senses. 

Is this essence of sin, then, contradic- 
tion to received human opinion? The 
other day, a clever, off-hand writer said 
that the only satisfactory standard of 
conduct was obedience to the opinion or 
the law of a man’s country. According to 
this, sin would be contradiction of na- 
tional opinion or national law. 

National opinion may, no doubt, sup- 
port that moral truth which sin contra- 
dicts; it proscribes theft or murder, and 
to commit murder or theft is to sin. But 
national opinion varies at different times 
and in different countries. It permits 
many sinful things in England; it enjoins 
many sinful things, as Christians con- 
sider them, say in China and in India. A 
varying standard of right and wrong like 
this cannot possibly have that sacredness 
which makes an offense against it sin; 
and this holds good of national law as 
well. 

Human law, indeed, wherever it is not 
opposed to the law of God, is sanctioned 
by God’s authority as being law, and in 
that sense to break it is to sin. 

But human law may, for instance, 
sanction the remarriage of divorced per- 
sons, in which case it sanctions that 
which our Lord Jesus Christ expressly 
condemns. Or it may bid Daniel “fall 
down and worship the graven image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king has set 


up.” In that case, disobedience to human 
law is so far from being sinful, that 
obedience would be sinful; a higher than 
any human law has a first claim on 
obedience. 

Although, therefore, a great many per- 
sons have no better idea of right and 
wrong than that which is supplied by 
the law of their country and the opinion 
of their contemporaries, it is clear that 
these authorities supply a standard too 
uncertain, too self-contradicting, too 
equivocal, to enable us to describe all 
offenses against it by so solemn a word 
as “sin.” 


= 

W. ARE NOT LOSING TIME, my 
brethren, in reviewing these misconcep- 
tions. They still enjoy, in different de- 
grees, a certain vitality. And until we 
know what sin really is, we have no ade- 
quate idea of our own misery, and there- 
fore no adequate sense of what has been 
done for us in order to relieve it. 

Once more, then, what do we mean by 
sin? We mean intentional contradiction, 
in thought, word or act, of the perfectly 
holy will of God, by the free will of His 
intelligent creatures. 

Why should contradiction of God’s will 
be of so grave a character as the word 
“sin” always implies? Because God’s will 
as to all matters of moral truth expresses 


“a necessity of His nature. 


God is not good because He chooses to 
be good, as though it were open to Him to 
be something else. We may dare to say 
that, being God, He cannot help being 
good, and willing goodness; He would 
cease to be Himself could He be other- 
wise. We may see this, if we reflect that 
the laws of goodness are just as eternal 
and necessary as the laws of mathe- 
matics. 

As it was always true that things equal 
to the same are equal to one another, 
so it was always true that veracity is good 
and falsehood evil. 

Our minds refuse, in either case, to 
conceive a time or circumstances in 
which falsehood could have been good. 
In order to suppose it, the texture and 
constitution of our minds must be de- 
stroyed, just as it must be destroyed if 
we are to suppose that there was a time 
when things unequal to the same were 
equal to one another. 

But if the laws of goodness are as eter- 
nal as the axioms of mathematics, they 
must have existed thus eternally, either 
in independence of the Eternal God, or 
as a part of His nature. To suppose that 
they existed independently of Him is to 
suppose that He is not the Alone Eternal; 
in other words, that He is not God. 

And therefore we are driven to con- 
clude that, just as pure mathematical 
truth expresses facts of the divine nature 
in ways which we shall possibly compre- 
hend hereafter, so moral truths are in- 
tegral parts of that nature, and God pre- 
scribes truthfulness, justice, purity, and 
the like, not capriciously and as a matter 
of taste, but because He is what He is, 
the All-holy. 


"Tw ENABLES US TO SEE the 
real character of sin. It is a contradiction 
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of that which God wills respecting the 
conduct of us His creatures; not of that 
which He chooses to will, as men have 
spoken, but of that which He wills by vir- 
tue of His nature as the necessarily Holy 
Being. 

Sin contradicts God’s nature. It is in 
conflict with His existence; it would, if 
it could be indefinitely exaggerated, de- 
stroy Him. And it is the dim perception 
of this awful truth which gives the Word 
so much deeper a sense, in the customary 
speech of men, than is to be wrung out 
of those shallow explanations just now 
glanced at. 

The original biblical words for sin im- 
ply this without saying it. According to 
one, by sin man passes the line which 
separates good from evil; according to 
another, he falls from one state of exist- 
ence down to a perfectly different state; 
according to a third, he misses by it the

Peace on Earth

There shall come a Star out of Jacob, 
and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel.— 
Numbers 24:17. 


Glory to God, and peace on earth, 
Good will to men! The Christmastide 
Recalls the story of His birth 
Who for our sin was crucified. 

But hope of hearts for peace is dim 
In all the world, apart from Him. 


Glory to God, good will to men, 
And peace on earth! We do discern 
Glad echoes in the world again, 
For Christ our King will soon return 
To rule and reign, and war shall cease; 
Apart from Him, there is no }eace. 
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true aim of his existence. 

This will enable us to see that sin can- 
not help having consequences. It is not 
like a mood of thought or feeling which 
arises in the mind, and leaves no appre- 
ciable traces of its presence. It intro- 
duces a new state of things, which con- 
tinues until it is reversed by some act as 
definite as the act which introduced it. 
Of these consequences, some are within 
the soul, and some are without it. Of 
those within the soul, the gravest con- 
sequence is the collapse of the higher 
spiritual life which sin poisons... . 

The man’s, spiritual senses are be- 
numbed, paralyzed. He sees no realities 
beyond sense; he hears no voices which 
speak only to conscience; he has no taste 
for the good things which God has pre- 
pared for the spiritual palate; his will 
is enchained. “Whosoever committeth sin 
is the slave of sin.” 

But he cannot altogether rid himself 
of regret that he has done what he has. 
“A certain fearful looking for of judg- 
ment” haunts from time to time the 
secret recesses of his soul, and he is 
wretched. He is always liable to these re- 
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current tortures; and there-are times 
when the past rises up against him like 
breakers rolling one after another upon 
a perishing wreck... . 


j oa CONSEQUENCES OF SIN, 
internal to the soul, are corresponding to 
other consequences altogether independ- 
ent of it. Whether the sinner remembers 
his sin or not, the infinite, all-surveying 
Mind cannot but know of it. Each sin is 
a spiritual fact, and no fact can be hid- 
den from, or other than present to, the 
all-seeing Mind. And, noting it, He cannot 
help punishing it. He would cease to 
be Himself if He could regard it with 
any approach to complacency or indul- 
gence. 

Men sometimes use language as if sin 
were rather a sort of breach of the eti- 
quette of the universe, than anything 
more serious; and as if God, like a good- 
natured earthly prince, might be trusted 
or expected to excuse that which could 


* not really harm Him and only thwarted 


His personal inclinations. It is only when 
we remember that moral truth is God’s 
very nature that we understand the 
necessity which He is under of punishing 
that which contradicts it. Justice is the 
reverse side of goodness: if God could in- 
dulge sin, He would not be good. 

Let us note, no mere rules of conduct 
for the future, however excellent, will 
help us here. The Gentiles had such a 
rule in natural morality; but, as Paul 
shows, it only availed to condemn them, 
for falling below and contradicting nat- 
ural morality. 

The Jews had such a rule in the law 
of Sinai; but, as Paul shows, it only con- 
demned them still more emphatically, in 
proportion to its greater explicitness, as 
conspicuous breakers of that law which 
was their national boast. “By the law,” 
says Paul, “is the knowledge of sin”; “I 
had not known sin, but by the law.” 

That is the measure of a rule of con- 
duct, even though it be divine. It does 
not do away with the guilt of past trans- 
gression. It does not confer any strength 
which will make obedience easy in the 
future. By itself it only illuminates the 
past; in proportion to its clearness and 
authority, it forces us to look beyond it- 
self for relief. This is what‘ Paul meant 
by his famous sentence, “The law is our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ.” 

For the revelation of a moral God is 
a revelation, not merely of justice, which 
belongs to the truthfulness of goodness, 
but also of mercy, which belongs to its 
active enterprise. If God hates sin, which 
He did not make, He loves sinners, whom 
He did make. He hates nothing that He 
has made. Degraded though it be, He 
does not despise the work of His own 
hands. 

The sinner is a rebellious child, but he 
# a child; his body and his soul are alike 
precious; they are masterpieces of wis- 
dom and of love. God sees beneath the 
ruins caused by sin the buried remains 
of past magnificence. He sees the out- 
line of a likeness which once was accu- 
rate, and which is still dear to the Fa- 
ther’s eye. Thus the divine mercy yearns 
over the sinner, while the divine justice 
condemns him. . ; 


a THEN, WE REACH THE 
THIRD ASPECT Of our Lord’s coming into 
this human world. He comes, not merely 
to teach us how to live, or lighten up the 
dark secrets of our existence and our 
destiny, but to take away our sins. 

He is a revelation of both love and 
justice, and of the true terms of their 
reconciliation in God. The old moral law 
still holds, “The wages of sin is death.” 
But “God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish.” For 
“He is,” says His apostle, “a propitiation 
for our sins; and not for our sins only, 
but also for the sins of the whole world.” 

If it be asked, How can He possibly 
stand in this relationship toward man? 
the answer is a fourfold one. 

In the first place, Christ was qualified 
for this work as being sinless; the one 
Sample in all history of entirely spotless 
manhood. “He did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth.” One stain 
would have impaired His capacity for 
pleading for mercy on a world of sinners. 


He is “the Lamb of God,” the emblem’ 


of innocence as well as the sacrificial 
victim; and thus “he taketh away the sin 
of the world.” He is “made sin for us, 
who knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him.” 

Next, He was equipped for this work by 
being the Representative Man. When He 
came among us, “he took not on him,” 
says the apostle, “the nature of angels; 
but he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham.” It was not a personal human be- 
ing; it was human nature which the Son 
of God wrapped around His own eternal 
person, that it might be, not one among 
many, but the natural representative of 
all. 

In a former sermon I have had occa- 
sion to dwell on our Lord’s representation 
of the race considered as furnishing a 
model for true human life. We must now 
consider it as the basis of His atoning 
death. 

The principle of representation is uni- 
versally admitted; parents act for their 
children, governments for a people, the 
elected for the electors, in all depart- 
ments of human activity and life. There 
are certain conditions which make repre- 
sentation natural; some men are elected 
to represent, others represent by their 
position, or by their birth, or by their age, 
such and such a number of their fellow 
men. Jesus, as the one perfect sample of 
humankind, represented us all. 

The acts and words of His life were 
representative. His active obedience is, 
if we will, ours; believing, purified, re- 
stored humanity acts and speaks in 
Jesus; and before the Eternal Purity, all 
the new generations of men are “accepted 
in the beloved.” 

Conversely, He pays our debt to the 
justice of God; He bears our sins, as our 
representative, in His own body on the 
tree; and, as a consequence, “there is no 
condemnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus”; “for as in Adam,” man’s 
natural representative, “all die, even so in 
Christ,” man’s spiritual representative, 
“shall all” who have a part in Him “be 
made alive”...

HE WONDER OF CHRISTMAS comes 
again, and one never ceases to mar- 
vel at the glory, mystery and mira- 
cle it brings. 

Shrouded as the season has been 
in paganism and commercialism, 
yet the true Christmas spirit breaks 

through and escapes. As Herod failed in 
his attempt to obliterate Christ in the 
long ago, so have all modern forces (even 
war itself) failed to dim the worship of 
Christmastime. Our Lord seems to brush 
aside the holly wreaths, Christmas trees, 
the candles, the gift trumpery; He sur- 
mounts all our hardheartedness and sin 
and makes His influence felt in millions 
of lives. 

What is the “peculiar appeal” of 
Christmas? It is that the world’s Saviour 
has come! 


Wirz DID JESUS COME WHEN 
HE pip? 

Many ask why He came in that far- 
away day, when time was young, rather 
than into our present complex world life. 
His coming would seem so much more 
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important today. So enamored are we 
of the glory of the present that we feel 
that God should have inserted Himself in 
the person of His Son in our enlightened 
day. 

But Christ came at the proper time. 
Paul in Galatians says, “In the fullness 
of time, God sent forth his Son.” God 
knew what He was doing in spite of criti- 
cal modern minds. The time was right 
for the Saviour to appear and I shall tell 
you why. 

It was the fullness of prophetic time. 

The mighty prophetic trumpet had 
been sounding down the centuries. The 
majestic prophecies concerning the com- 
ing Messiah intensified with the passing 
years. Their clarions remind us of Tenny- 
son’s challenge: 


“The splendor falls on castle walls 
And snowy summits old in story; 

The long light shakes across the lakes, 
And the wild cataract leaps in glory. 


“Blow, bugle, blow, 
Set the wild echoes fiying; 
Blow, bugle; answer, echoes, 
Dying, dying, dying.” 


First, there was the faint note of prom- 
ise after the fall of man when the race 


had been plunged into sin at the tempta- 
tion of the Evil One. Then Ged appeared 
and made a covering for our first parents, 
forgave their sin, and gave promise of a 
Deliverer. “I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, between thy seed 
and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, 
and thou shalt bruise his heel” (Gen. 
3:15). This is the first promise of the 
coming Redeemer. 

The notes become clearer in the prom- 
ise to David. There was to be a King, a 
throne, and an everlasting kingdom 
“Then will I establish the throne of thy 
kingdom upon Israel forever, as I prom- 
ised to David thy father, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man upon the throne 
of Israel” (I Kings 9:5). 

Then the trumpet sounded the proph- 
ecy of the spotless Lamb of sacrifice: 
“All we like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned eyery one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the in- 
iquity of us all ... He is despised and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief ... He is brought 
as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he 
openeth not his mouth” (Isa. 53:6, 3, 7). 

The echoes answer to another trumpet, 
for now there is the promise concerning 
the uniqueness of the Lord’s coming. “Is 
this man Coniah a despised broken idol? 
Is he a vessel wherein is no pleasure? 
Wherefore are they cast out, he and his 
seed, and are cast into a land which they 
know not? O earth, earth, earth hear the 
word of the Lord. Thus saith the Lord, 
Write ye this man childless, a man that 
sHall not prosper in his days: for no man 
of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any more in 
Judah” (Jer. 22:28-30). 

Here is an astounding condemnation, 
a prophecy which apparently cuts off the 
kingly line and seemingly destroys all 
that has been previously said concerning 
the coming Messiah of the seed of David; 
but Christ received His throne rights 
through Mary and not through Joseph. 
Christ was not of the seed of Coniah, 
who was cursed, because He was not the 
seed of man, but of “the woman,” being 
virgin-born.

—born in Bethlehem of Judea!

Christ comes, the sinless Saviour, who is 
to be made a curse for sinners, but also 


to be a light to lighten the Gentiles, as 


well as a glory to the people of Israel. 
And now the weak, trembling notes of 
Genesis 3:15 have swelled louder and 
louder into the notes of the angels’ song. 
The curtain which divides the seen from 
the unseen is rent asunder and a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host shouts, “Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men” (Luke 2:14). 
It was the fullness of historic time. 
History had been running its course for 
many millenniums. One civilization had 
been completely blotted out in the Flood. 
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After that through Noah and his de- 
scendants great nations arose, mighty, 
magnificent, glorious—Assyria, Babylon, 
Egypt, Persia, Greece, Rome—all claim- 
ing to be working out the world’s eternal 
destiny; but in reality they were only 
setting the stage of the world for the 
coming of God’s Son. 

God often allows the nations to shift 
the scenery, but He puts on the act! 

In like manner today, the stage is be- 
ing set for Christ’s second coming. The 
world is in unprecedented turmoil. Na- 
tions are planning to do wondrous things 
now that the war is over. They shall 
assuredly fail, for God is not in all of 
their thoughts. Again God is allowing 
the nations to shift the scenes, and men 
who call themselves the Big Three, or 
the Big Four, or Big, are just little noth- 
ings in God’s hand, for He is letting the 
world ripen for His great judgment upon 
the nations, which shall precede the day 
when He shall set His Son upon His holy 
hill Zion. 


Go WORKED OUT HIS UN- 
ERRING PROGRAM for the first coming of the 
Lord and here is the spiritual summing 
up of the meaning of history to that 
date. 

1. There was to be a race—Israel. 
Through them He was to prepare a 
literature that we call the Bible, a revela- 
tion of God and His Word. Through them 
He was to provide a witness to Himself 
in the earth, and a channel for the in- 
coming of His Redeemer, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. : 

2. There was to be a world empire— 
Rome. She was to spread herself over 
the face of the earth, with Roman roads, 
Roman laws, Roman government, and 
the most perfect of human systems of 
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legislation. This was to be the geograph- 
ical and governmental preparation for 
the coming of the Messiah. 

3. There was to be a language and a 
culture for the gospel, and the learned 
people of Greece were to supply this! She 
boasted her culture, her golden age, her 
art, her literature, but God had one idea 
primarily for her and that was to prepare 
the most perfect and expressive of human 
tongues as a medium for the gospel mes- 
sage. Remember that the New Testament 
was written in Greek, the most translat- 
able language the world has ever known. 

Thus God prepared the world for the 
first coming of Christ. The God that 
moves in a mysterious way directed the 
affairs of nations, and when the race of 
Israel had done its work, and when Rome 
had spread itself over the world, and 
when Greece had prepared its language, 
literature and culture, then the fullness 
of time had come and God sent Jesus into 
the world and with Him His marvelous 
gospel. 

It was the fullness of religious time. 

There was degeneracy everywhere. The 
religions of the world had run out and 
proved their inadequacy. 

“At Rome, in the time of Christ, in the 
golden age of Augustus Caesar, the court 
and people were steeped in luxury and 
licentiousness. Virgil was writing his 
Eclogues; Horace was singing his Odes; 
Livy was writing his Annals.” So says 
the late David James Burrell. 

“What feasts were there! What sports 
in the amphitheater! At this time Cae- 
sar gave an exhibition in which six hun- 
dred gladiators fought hand to hand; and 
Pompey, not to be outdone, brought five 
hundred lions into the arena. The women 
counted their divorces by rings on their 
fingers. There were fashionable dames of 
the empire who asked for decrees of 
defamation that they might mount the 
stage and exhibit themselves in lascivious 
dances in honor of the gods.” 

If one would gain a just conception of 
the corruptness of those times, let him 
read the first chapter of Paul’s Epistle 
to the Romans. There is nowhere else 

‘in all literature such an indictment 
against the children of men. 

These, too, had a religion, or perhaps 
a multitude of religions, for Paul de- 
clared that they were tog superstitious, 
having a god on every street corner. They 
had art and architecture, and philosophy 
had done its best for the human mind. 
The summit of earthly culture had been 
reached. It had not obliterated sin, how- 
ever, and Greece herself was filthy at the 
center of her soul. What men call “the 
golden age of Greece” God calls “brass” 
(Dan. 2:39). 


— TO THE JEWS Was 
given the only divine religion. Chris- 


a tianity is not a religion; it is a life—it is 


salvation. Great as Israel had been, her 
divinely-given religion had degenerated 
into mere form. The temple service had 
degenerated and many of its leaders had 
become “whited sepulchres”—hypocrisy 
was everywhere. Because of their apos- 
tasy, the Lord Jesus was forced to say of 
this divinely-loved people, “Your house is 
left unto you desolate,” 


Yet everywhere people thirsted for God 
and for peace and rest. A vague expect- 
ancy was moving the minds of the people 
of the East at that time, so Tacitus and 
other writers tell us. It was widely 
prophesied that a great king would soon 
arrive and would probably make his ap- 
pearance in the land of Judea. So with 
the appearance of a new and brilliant 
star and with the urging interest of these 
prophetic utterances in their minds the 
Magi took their eager journey westward. 

The philosophers of Greece had not 
been able to help or redeem men. By the 
banks of the Tlissus flourished the Acad- 
emy and the Painted Porch. Platonism 
was dreaming of the possibility of spir- 
itual things; Stoicism was hardening 
men to endure ill silently; and Epicu- 
reanism was leading its followers in pur- 
suit of the present good. 

Of these various forms of philosophy 
Gibbon says: “All the prevailing systems 
were by the wise men regarded as equally 
false, by the statesmen as equally neces- 
sary, and by the people as equally true.” 
The prevailing skepticism found a voice © 
in the bitter word that fell from the lips 
of Pilate, “What is truth?” So there was 
a deep cynicism in the midst of the 
yearning for God. 

Then came Jesus the Saviour! He saved 
men, and saved civilization, temporarily. 
All things were ready. When the clock in 
heaven struck, it was Caesar Augustus 
who gave the signal here below. The next 
step in God’s program of world redemp- 
tion was in operation—a Saviour avail- 
able for those who would believe! 


= US NOW NOTE THE PURPOSE 
AND POWER OF HIS COMING. 

Could anything have seemed more in- 
adequate from a human standpoint than 
that little Babe of Bethlehem’s manger? 
But God’s usual method is to show 
omnipotence through apparent impo- 
tence. The prophet had said, “Unto us a 
child is born”—veritable impotence; but 
omnipotence is in ,.the same prophecy, 
“Unto us a son is given.” 

That fragile Babe in the manger is 
God’s eternal purpose for human re- 
demption. No power can destroy it. In- 
finite God is wrapped in the swaddling 
clothes of infant humanity. God’s pur- 
poses are being accomplished. All hell 
trembles! 

Christ came to us to be the world’s 
Saviour, and He alone can be the world’s 
Saviour, because He is the right kind of 
Saviour. 

He is a Saviour strong enough to save 
because He is God. Remember His power 
over nature, disease, death, and His final 
word of spiritual power before He re- 
turned to heaven, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” That 
power has circled the globe, leaped the 
seven seas, changed a thousand million 
lives, toppled kings from their thrones, 
broken empires to pieces, changed the 
calendars of men, sobered the drunkard, 
cleansed the harlot, made thieves honest, 
changed murderers into gentlemen. And 
the end is not yet! 

Christ is near enough to save because 
He is Man. 

This One who was perfect God was also 
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perfect Man. He called Himself the Son 
of Man, which means the Son of the race. 
He was tempted in all points like as we 
are, yet without sin—a Man that can be 
fully accepted of God. Because of Him 
the Father said again and again, “This is 
my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” Thank God for such a Saviour 
who can present us faultless before God! 

Samuel M. Zwemer tells of an educated 
young Mohammedan who came to him in 
Cairo and said, “I am a student in the 
law school, sir. What must a man do 
when he is conscious that he can write 
a better copy than his master?” “I asked 
him,” said Dr. Zwemer, “what he meant, 
and he replied, ‘I am conscious that I 
have a better character than Moham- 
med.’” This is reasonable. Mohammed 
was not a man of high character; he was 
guilty of many immoralities and gross 
evils. Dr. Zwemer said that if this could 
be truly said of a disciple of Christ, the 
structure of Christianity would fall... 
but who would declare that he was more 
moral and greater than the Man. of 
Galilee! 

Christ also has the right method of 
salvation. 

He came to earth. He became like men. 
He shared our sorrows, and then He put 
away our sin by the sacrifice of Himself. 

Our leaders have felt the recent war 
would settle world problems and that the 
peace would straighten out everything.

peace table and about the achievements 
of men. The reason for man’s continual 
failure is that he does not recognize the 
heinousness of human sin and the neces- 
sity of dealing with it. 

Christ dealt with sin and with death. 
He came to die. He was the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world. As we 
think of that Babe in a manger, we 
wonder: 


“Can it be those hands so holy 
Will by cruel nails be torn, 
And Thy brow so white and tender 
Bloody be from piercing thorn? 


“Dost Thou dream, as there Thou sleepest, 
Of a rude cross lifted high; 
Of the shouting and the tumult 
And Immanuel’s orphaned cry?

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The Name of J£$U$

An inspiring Christmas message for the 
man and woman in our armed forces 


HE CHRISTMAS STORY is one we love 
to hear over and over again. The 
more we read it, the more we 
stand in utter amazement at its 
beauty and depth. But more than 
that, it thrills our very souls as we 
realize that God is keeping His 
Word, He is fulfilling His promise. 
The Saviour, who was promised so many 
centuries before, has been given and now 
all men may live through Him. 

But as I have read and reread this in- 
spired narrative, I have often wondered 
just why the angel gave such specific in- 
structions concerning the naming of the 
Christ Child. Has it ever occurred to you 
that there was a definite reason for the 
angel’s instructing Mary to “call his name 
Jesus,” and in telling Joseph, our Lord’s 
foster father, “Thou shalt call his name 
Jesus: for he shall save his people from 
their sins”? 

Ah, that is it! The angel explained 
the meaning of that wonderful name 
when he told Joseph, “For he shall save 
his people from their sins.” The name of 
Jesus means just that—Saviour. 

You have noticed those three Greek 
letters in the front of every church altar 
—IHS. They are the first three letters 
in the name of Jesus in Greek, and have 
been declared throughout many cnturies 
to likewise stand for the three Latin 
words, Jesus Hominum Salvator, which 
mean Jesus the Saviour of men. 


W. LEARN FROM THE OLD TES- 
TAMENT PROPHET Isaiah that at His birth 
Jesus would be known by other names as 
well. “Behold, a virgin shali conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel” (Isa. 7:14). Now we are dis- 
tinctly told that the name Immanuel 
means God with us (Matt. 1:23). Just 
think of it—God with us! What a prom- 
ise that it! 

But I want to call your attention briefly 
to one other statement uttered by the 
prophet Isaiah some 750 years before the 
Lord Jesus was born. “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: 
“and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counselor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace” (Isa. 9:6). 

These are just a few of the names by 
which we know our blessed Lord. He was 
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to be known as Wonderful. Is He that 
to you? He should be, and He certainly 
longs to be. He was to be known as the 
Counselor. Is He that to you? I tell you 
from my own personal experience that 
there is no one in all the world to whom 
@ serviceman can go and find a more 
ready hearing than to Him who is called 
the Counselor. Go to Him next time you 
want to talk things over. You, too, will 
come away saying, 


“What a Friend we have in Jesus, 

All our sins and griefs to bear! 
What a privilege to carry 

Everything to God in prayer!” 


Yes, He is the mighty God, the ever- 
lasting Father, the coming Prince of 
peace. Now I want to let you in on a 
little secret, a priceless gem that is hid- 
den away in the Old Testament. There 
are indeed thousands upon thousands of 
men and women who know the truth of 
this statement, but few realize that it is 
actually on record. 

In I Samuel 25, there is a very touch- 
ing story told of a beautiful young woman 
named Abigail, who was the wife of a 
very harsh and churlish man named 
Nabal. Nabal means fool. In speaking to 
David concerning her husband, Abigail 
remarked, “As his name is, so is he!” 
The Scriptures indeed assure us that he 
well deserved to be called by such a 
name. A fool he was indeed, in all that 
he was and did. 

May I remind you in the words of Abi- 
gail that as Christ’s name is, so is He. 
Here is One you can always depend on, 
for He changes not and abides ever the 
same. He is called the Friend that stick- 
eth closer than a brother and as His 
name is, so is He. He never lets you 
down, never ignores you, and has prom- 
ised, “I will never leave thee, nor for- 
sake thee.” 

Yes, His name is Immanuel, which 
means God with us, and once again I re- 
mind you that as His name is, so is He. 
Is He with you? Are you certain? Do 
you know the hourly blessing and con- 
tinued joy of His unfailing presence with 
you day by day? This assurance can be 
yours if you'll only trust this wonderful 
Saviour right now and claim Him as your 
Redeemer. 


Way WAS IT THAT MOTHER, 
yes, and Dad, too, were so wrapped up in 
such a Saviour? Is it because religion is 
just for old folks who are about to die 
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anyway? A thousand times, No! If you 
are really honest with yourself, you will 
confess that Mother wept over her Bible 
and spent time in prayer because God 
was real to her and she had a personal 
acquaintance with Him. Yes, she knew 
that as His name is, so is He, and He was 
called Wonderful. You will call Him that 
also when you place your trust in Him. 

And so Joseph was instructed, “Thou 
shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” Jesus 
means just one thing—Saviour. For cen- 
turies He has been called the Saviour. 
Why? Simply because “as his name is, 
so is he.” You see, He does save. 

Oh, but you say, I don’t believe in this 
saving stuff! This bunk of heaven and 
hell is a lot of old-fashioned fables. Well, 
is it? I’m asking you, honestly! You say 
that now, because you’re feeling fine and 
everything is going well with you. Did 
you think the same when you left home? 
The last time you had a close call, or 
received that heartbreaking news when 
some dear one was taken away from you 
—tell me, did you think that then? 

Remember, the God-hating and unbe- 
lieving world still admits they have found 
no fault in Jesus Christ. And He said, 
“In my Father’s house are many [dwell- 
ing places], if it were not so, I would 
have told you (John 14:2). Of course, He 
would have! Not a soul has convicted 
Him of an untruth yet. And He said 
there is just such an eternity awaiting 
us all. 

So I repeat, His name was called Jesus 
simply because He was going to live up 
to what His name implied. He would save 
all that come unto Him. That’s a won- 
derful name, isn’t it? Saviour! That is 
who He is, and that is what He is. “As 
his name is, so is he.” Have you let God’s 
great gift save you? 


Pp ERHAPS YOU ARE INTERESTED 
in knowing just how important that 
name is. Would you like to hear God’s 
estimate of it? The apostle Peter de- 
clared, “Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved” (Acts 4:12). That’s 
pretty conclusive, isn’t it? There’s no 
room for argument there. 

As faf as the court of heaven is con- 
cerned, there is only one name in all the 
universe that has saving merit and power. 
You may plead your good character and 
clean conscience all you wish, but heaven 
does not listen. There is “none other 
name under heaven” than this. “Thou 
shalt call his name Jesus; for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” 

But, you may argue, that’s just a re- 
cent idea. What about past centuries. 
What about all those millions before 
Christ died? Where do they stand? Here 
is what Peter said of the Old Testament 
writers: “To him [that is, to the Lord 
Jesus] give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever believeth in 
him shall receive remission of sins” 
(Acts 10:43). 

Say, men, did you get what he said? 
“Through his name whosoever believeth 
in him shall receive remission of sins.”

N THE BEGINNING God created the heaven 
and the earth.” With these few in- 
spired words, the Bible records the 
greatest of the physical miracles, the 
creation of the material universe. In 

contrast with the brevity of God’s Word, 
men have speculated for thousands of 
years about the origin and nature of 
matter, and libraries of books have been 
written on the subject. 

Through the years our knowledge of 
the structure and properties of matter 
has increased tremendously. Each in- 
crease in knowledge, however, has re- 
vealed greater complexity of composition, 
so that we are still far from a complete 
understanding of the materials of our 
world. The wonder of God’s creation of 
matter grows the more it is studied and 
the more it is understood. “For as the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are my ways higher than your ways, and 
my thoughts than your thoughts” (Isa. 
55:9). 

The theory that matter is built up of 
vast numbers of tiny indivisible units— 
atoms—goes far back in human thought. 
The early philosophers. of India, Greece 
and Italy propounded such theories. 
However, their ideas were the products 
of philosophical speculation and were 
not based upon experimental evidence. 
Without such a basis, these crude be- 
ginnings of an atomic theory failed to 
become an accepted part of scientific

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thought and were lost to sight for many 
centuries. 


io MODERN ATOMIC THEORY 
of matter began to emerge when chemis- 
try developed from the state of magic to 
that of an exact science. When the early 
chemists began to weigh the materials 
with which they worked and recorded the 
amounts of different substances that 
took part in chemical reactions, some 
generalizations, or chemical laws, were 
discovered by studying the accumulating 
quantitative information. « 

It was found, for example, that the 
weights of components that go to make 
up a particular substance are always in 
precisely the same proportions. This 
observation became known as the Law 
of Definite Proportions. 

It may be illustrated by reference to 
common table salt, known to chemists 
as sodium chloride. This salt is found 
throughout the world in all continents 
and in all seas. Yet wherever a sample 
is taken, it is found to consist of exactly 
23 parts by weight of sodium to 35.46 
arts by weight of chlorine. 

In addition to this law, chemists ob- 
served that often two simple substances, 
or elements, could unite together to form 


-two or more different compound sub- 


stances, but that in every such case there 
was a simple numerical relationship be- 
tween the weights of the two materials 
making up the compounds. If a definite 







fixed weight of one substance was con- 
sidered, then the different weights of the 
second material that would unite with 
the first to form the different compounds 
were to each other in the proportions of 
small whole numbers. This generaliza- 
tion became known as the Law of Mul- 
tiple Proportions. 

This law can be well illustrated by con- 
sidering the compounds formed between 
nitrogen and oxygen. It has been found 
that 28.016 parts by weight of nitrogen 
can unite with 16 parts of oxygen to form 
nitrous oxide, with 32 parts to form nitric 
oxide, with 48 parts to form nitrogen 
trioxide, 64 parts to form nitrogen tet- 
roxide and 80 parts to form nitrogen 
pentoxide. It will be observed that the 
weights of oxygen combining with 28.016 
parts by weight of nitrogen in the dif- 
ferent compounds are in the proportions 
of 1-2-3-4-5. Nitrogen and oxygen occur 
in the atmosphere as a mixture of the 
free and independent elements and not 
as any of the compounds mentioned 
above. 

Other generalizations were discovered 
in the accumulating volume of chemical 
knowledge, but these two are sufficient 
to illustrate the type of evidence which 
led to the establishment of the modern 
atomic theory. 


Vibes MANY CHEMISTS WERE 
DOUBTLESS THINKING in terms of an atomic 
theory, John Dalton is credited with first 
expressing such a theory clearly and ade- 
quately in 1803. His theory may be stated 
as follows: 

1. Atoms are real discrete particles of 
matter which cannot be subdivided by 
any known chemical process. 

2. Atoms of the same element are 
similar to one another and equal in 
weight. 

3. Atoms of different elements have 
different properties—weight, affinity, etc. 

4. Compounds are formed by the union 
of atoms of different elements in simple 


numerical proportions 1:1; 1:2; 2:1; ' 


2:3, etc. 

5. The combining weights of the ele- 
ments represent the combining weights 
of the atoms. 

This atomic theory as propounded by 
Dalton is still fundamental in chemistry, 
although physicists have shown that the 
atoms are complex structures rather than 
“real discrete particles of matter.” This 
theory marked a tremendous forward 
step in our understanding of matter and 
of the orderly work of God in its creation. 

Dalton and his contemporaries re- 
garded the atoms as inconceivably small 
indivisible solid particles that could go 
through endless chemical reactions un- 
changed. However, such a simplified 
conception of atoms could not last long. 
Throughout the nineteenth century evi- 
dence accumulated to show the essential 
electrical nature of matter. 

There were many types of experiments 
that contributed to this. increased knowl- 
edge. The conduction of the electric 
current through solutions was studied by 
Faraday, who found that the same quan- 
tity of electricity caused chemically 
equivalent amounts of reaction in differ- 
ent solutions. The conduction of the 
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electric current through gases at low 
pressures was studied by many workers 
whose experiments revealed a great deal 
regarding the electrical properties of 
matter and also led to the discoveries of 
cathode rays, positive rays, X-rays and 
other such phenomena. 

Finally, toward the close of the cen- 
tury, the discovery of radioactivity by 
Becquerel in 1896 gave a tremendous im- 
petus to speculations regarding the ulti- 
mate structure of the atom. 

While chemists and physicists were 
collecting evidence that atoms were 
structures of electric units, Einstein com- 
municated his brilliant theory of rela- 
tivity, one postulate of which is the 
equivalence of matter and energy. His 
equation giving the relationship between 
mass and energy shows that enormous 
evolutions of energy are possible by the 
conversion of mass into energy. 

This theory helps to explain the tre- 
mendous radiation of energy from the 
sun and the stars through periods of 
millions of years and also holds before 
men the hope of huge reservoirs of 
energy from matter, when the secret of 
converting it to energy is mastered. 


T 

HE ATOM, WHICH DALTON 
CONCEIVED OF as a “real discrete particle 
of matter,” is described by modern 
science as a concentration of energy. 
However, this modern theory of the atom 
as energy rather than “solid matter” is 
more in harmony with the biblical ac- 
count of the creation, especially as de- 
scribed in more extended form in He- 
brews 11:3: “Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen 
were not made of things which do ap- 
pear.” This could well describe the 
processes whereby energy in unorganized 
form, imperceptible to the senses, as- 
sumed the configurations of matter at the 
command of God. 

The general features of the structure 
of the atom are quite well understood at 
the present time. Atoms are known to 
be complex structures built up of at least 
three kinds of units: the neutron, which 
has mass but no electric charge; the 
proton, that has mass equivalent to that 
of the neutron and unit positive electric 
charge; and the electron, which has unit 
negative electric charge but very small 
mass, amounting to about 1/1800th part 
of that of the neutron or proton. 

All the neutrons and protons of an 
atom are together in an exceedingly tiny 
and compact nucleus, while electrons in 
sufficient number to neutralize its positive 
charge occupy energy levels around the 
nucleus through space which is large 
compared with its size. Each chemical 
element is characterized by a definite 
positive charge on the nuclei of its atoms 
and with a corresponding number of 
electrons in appropriate energy levels. 
They go from hydrogen with a nuclear 
charge of one surrounded by one electron 
to uranium with a nuclear charge of 
ninety-two surrounded by ninety-two 
electrons. 

The chemical properties of the ele- 
ments depend entirely upon the electron 
configuration of the atoms. It is pos- 
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sible to have two or more nuclei with the 
same positive charge but with different 
masses because of having different num- 
bers of neutrons in their structures. 
Having the same charge, they would have 
the same number and configuration of 
electrons, would have identical chemical 
properties and would be atoms of the 
same element with different masses. 
Such atoms of the same element with 
different masses are well known and have 
been named isotopes. 

This is at variance with Dalton’s atomic 
theory, where it was stated that “atoms 
of the same element are . . . equal in 
weight.” However, the isotopes of the 
elements always occur in uniform dis- 
tribution so that an average atomic 
weight can be used with confidence in 
calculations. 


Fa MANY YEARS THE INTEREST 
IN ATOMIC STRUCTURE was largely con- 
fined to the electron distribution and an 
understanding of the resultant chemical 
properties. In recent years, however, the 
interest has shifted more and more to a 
study of the nucleus. This study began 
with the investigation of radioactive ele- 
ments, like uranium and radium, in 
which the nuclei are undergoing spon- 
taneous decomposition with the energetic 
ejection of charged particles (alpha and 
beta rays) and short wave radiation 
(gamma rays). 

In addition to the naturally radioactive 
elements, it has been possible to produce 
unstable radioactive isotopes of normally 
stable elements by bombarding the nuclei 
with alpha and beta rays from radium or 
with artificially accelerated hydrogen 
nuclei (both isotopes 1 and 2), electrons 
and (very recently) neutrons. When- 
ever the charge on a nucleus is changed, 
the atom is changed from one element 
to another. Thus in artificial radio- 
activity the dreams of the ancient 
chemists of changing one element into 
another has been realized to a slight 
extent. 

Radioactivity, both natural and artifi- 
cial, has always been completely uncon- 
trollable. The radium owned by hospi- 
tals pours out its radiation at precisely 
the same rate while it is in storage as 
when it is being used in useful radio- 
therapy, and no means of turning it off 
and on has been found. This, with the

additional fact that it has required more 
energy to produce artificially radioactive 
atoms than has been recovered in their 
subsequent disintegration, has made 
radioactivity a rather unfruitful lead in 
the search for useful atomic energy. 


[(_— AS IS WELL KNOWN, 
a controllable source of atomic energy 
has been discovered involving nuclear 
fission, which has been used with ap- 
palling effectiveness in atomic bombs to 
bring the war with Japan to a close. 

According to the usual laws of electro- 
static attraction and repulsion, the 
atomic nucleus is unstable. Positive 
charges repel each other. Yet in the 
nucleus there are a number of positive 
charges (92 in the case of uranium) ex- 
tremely close together in a tiny and com- 
pact mass in spite of their tendency to 
repel each other and to fly apart. Ap- 
parently some little understood force 
operates in the nucleus to bind these 
positive protons together. However, if a 
split could be started in the nucleus, we 
could reasonably expect the parts to 
separate with a great release of energy. 

From the information that has been 
made public, it seems that this is the 
source of energy of the atomic bomb 
where uranium 235 (isotope with mass 
235) is split by neutrons. When a 
nucleus of uranium 235 is split by the 
action of a neutron, it releases more 
neutrons from its own structure, which 
can initiate splits in more nuclei; and 
so the reaction once started can quickly 
spread with a colossal burst of energy 
when compared with normal chemical 
reactions. 

The development of the atomic bomb 
has been hailed as the scientific achieve- 
ment of the century. It is an achievement 
to which many men of many coun- 
tries through many years have con- 
tributed. It is a monument to the pa- 
tience, skill and intellectual keenness 
with which men have probed into the 
hidden secrets of God’s. atoms. As a 
result of their studies and researches we 
know vastly more about the amazing in- 
tricacies of the universe which God made.

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HE OULD TESTAMENT TABERNACLE 
was a perfect picture of Christ’s 
redemptive work in behalf of be- 
lievers. A comparison of His 
work with the ancient dwelling 

place of God makes a very profitable 
study. 

Nature provided no foundation on 
which to build the Tabernacle. The shift- 
ing sand of the desert was the only 
natural foundation, and boards erected 
on such a foundation would quickly sag 
and sink. Therefore a foundation had 
to be furnished on which these boards 
could stand (Exod. 26:15-25; 36:20-30). 

Silver blocks were used to provide the 
necessary foundation. There were one 
hundred such blocks, two blocks for each 
board. Since each block weighed about 
ninety-four pounds it meant that there 
were 188 pounds of silver as the founda- 
tion for each board. Thus each board 
could stand upright in its proper place 
and perform its appointed task. 

These silver sockets or blocks were 
made from the atonement money paid 
by every man numbered in the camp 
(Exod. 30:11-16; 38:25-28). Each man 
had to pay a half shekel of silver as a 
ransom for his soul. Everything else 
in the Tabernacle came as a willing of- 
fering from the people with this one ex-

a board was set or a peg put in place, 
these massive blocks of silver were put 
in their proper place upon the sand of 
the desert. There could be no building 
apart from them. 

When Paul preached in Corinth, where 
there was no church, he preached 
“Christ, and him crucified” (I Cor. 2:2). 
Many believed, and he went on for “a 
year and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them” (Acts 18:8). This 
was the foundation of “the church of 
God which is at Corinth.” 

Likewise, Christ was the foundation of 
their fellowship in the Church, just as He 
was the foundation of their salvation. 
Those who are redeemed are “called 
unto the fellowship of his Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord” (I Cor. 1:9). If we are 
redeemed we have fellowship one with 
another in Jesus Christ. If there is no 
fellowship it is an evidence of no redemp- 
tion. 

There can be no salvation or redemp- 
tion apart from the atoning sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ on the cross. All who teach 
any other doctrine are the emissaries of 
Satan, no matter how popular they may 
be. In the sight of God all stand alike, 
and all must come by way of Christ’s 
atonement. His redemption is the foun- 
dation upon which all must stand. As 


unless he is built by faith upon Jesus 
Christ. The only solid foundation amid 
the shifting, changing conditions of the 
present world is Jesus Christ. Build upon 
Him and you build solidly and per- 
manently. 

“Ye were not redeemed with corruptible 


things as silver and gold .. . but with 
the precious blood of Christ” (I Pet. 1:18, 
19). “The church of God which he hath 
purchased with his own blood” (Acts 
20:28). The faith of the sinner must lay 
hold on Christ as his redemption. “All 
other ground is sinking sand.” 

The boards rested on silver founda- 
tions, and the curtains were hung on 
hooks of silver. Wherever the Israelite 
looked his eye saw the work of atone- 
ment. The whole structure of the Taber- 
nacle depended upon the silver of atone- 
ment. Without it, it would have been a 
wreck. So in the Church, everything 
rests on the atonement of Jesus Christ. 
Take this away and everything is gone, 
and hopelessness and despair reign. 


N OW LET US CONSIDER THE 
SOLID PART Of the Tabernacle, that which 
gave it form and enabled it to stand up- 
right. Without the boards the Taber- 
nacle never could have been erected into 
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ception. This silver becomes a type of 
redemption. 

God specified exactly what the sum of 
the atonement money should be. It was 
small enough so that no one would be 
unable to pay it. The half shekel paid 
as a ransom for every man in the camp 
of Israel was merely a type of the great 
price paid by Jesus Christ for the atone- 
ment of man. The foundation of God’s 
dwelling place with man is the price of 
redemption. 

In setting up the Tabernacle the blocks 
of silver were first put into place. Before

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the redemption silver of old furnished a 


solid foundation for the boards, so Jesus , 


Christ furnishes the only solid foundation 
for the Christian (Eph. 2:14-22). In 
fact, there is no other, “for other founda- 
tion can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 3:11). 

No man among the Israelites could be 
enrolled among the people of God until 
the atonement money had been paid. It 

was not by natural birth or training that 
a@ man received his standing among the 
people of God, but only by the payment 
of the price of redemption. 

As there could be no building apart 
from the massive silver blocks, so there 
can be no building apart from Jesus 
Christ. It is impossible for anyone to be 
@ member of the true Church of God 


a sanctuary of worship. The boards were 
the support for the coverings of the 
Tabernacle. 

These boards were once stately acacia 
trees growing in the desert. The earth 
held the roots which supported the trees 
and furnished the sap to nourish their 
life. But God had need of them for the 
building of His dwelling place on earth, 
and they were cut down -and severed 
forever from their earthly connection. 

In order to fit into the structure of the 
Tabernacle they had to be cut down, 
trimmed and shaped. Without that 
process they never could have been 
placed in the Tabernacle of God. But 
having been subjected to all these opera- 
tions they were made fit to take their 
place in the structure that represented 
God’s dwelling place on earth. 

The solid framework of the Tabernacle 
was composed of forty-eight boards. On 
the north side there were twenty, on the 
south side twenty, and on the west side 
eight. The east side had none because 
it was covered only by a curtain. Each 
of the boards had two tenons by which 
it was connected with the two sockets of 
silver underneath. 

The width of each board was one and 
one-half cubits. This was likewise the 
height of the grate in the brazen altar, 
and the height of the table of show- 
bread, as well as of the Ark. 
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In the altar the heart of God was re- 
vealed making atonement. In the table 
the heart of Christ is revealed maintain- 
ing His people in the position into which 
He has brought them. In the Ark the 
heart of God is revealed bringing the 
sinner into communion with Himself. 
The boards, standing upright, close to 
each other, are in a heart-to-heart fel- 
lowship. 

Each board was covered with gold. 
Their natural beauty was taken away, 
and they were given a divine beauty and 
glory instead. Gold is representative of 
the character of God. The same thing 
must be true in the lives of the followers 
of God. The believer stands before God 
complete in Christ with a beauty and 
glory never possessed in the old life. 


— BELIEVER MUST BE 
SEVERED from the world and shaped to fit 
into God’s program. 

Those who would find a place with God 
in His dwelling place on earth must be 
willing to sever themselves from the life 
of the world. It is necessary to let the 
axe of truth as applied by the Spirit of 
God sever all connections with a worldly 
life. 

This element of real sorrow for sin and 


prienice 


a sinful life is sadly lacking in much 
that professes to be the work of God. 
Men and women hate to be disturbed and 
awakened. That is one reason why there 
are not more in church on Sunday morn- 
ing. Likewise, spiritually, men and wom- 
en hate to be awakened. Therefore, many 
a preacher is preaching for other pur- 
poses than for the salvation of men and 
women. 

Taking the Tabernacle as typical of 
the Church, these boards represent in- 
dividual believers. Each board may rep- 
resent a sinner saved by grace and 
shaped by God until he can take his 
place in a useful manner in the Church. 
Unless the natural man is trimmed, 
hewed, sawed and shaped to fit into his 
proper place, he cannot be used by God. 

Only after the tree was cut down and 
severed from the earth could it he 
stripped and shaped into a board of use- 
fulness. So after conversion the in- 
dividual, under the influence of God, be- 


gins to lay aside things which in the days- 


of his worldliness he considered proper 
and permissible. The cleansing power of 
the Word of God changes his life and 
ways to conform with the truth of God. 

To be in God’s appointed position both 
tenons at the bottom of each board had 
to be in the sockets of the silver founda- 
tion. To put one tenon in its socket and 
let the other rest on the sand would have 
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been disastrous. But there are some 
Christians who are trying to do that 
very thing. They endeavor to stand with 
one foot on redemption ground and the 
other in the world. 

We hear that the Church is not reflect- 
ing the glory of the Lord. If this is true, 
and in many instances it is true, I believe 
the main reason is that individual be- 
lievers do not have both feet on redemp- 
tion ground. 


ins BOARD HAD TO HAVE MORE 
THAN BOTH FEET on redemption ground; it 
was imperative to have the right rela- 
tionship with the other boards. Each 
board stood erect on its own foundation, 
but it was bound also to the one beside it 
and to all the rest. 

In the binding together of the boards 
we see the fellowship and unity of the 
people of God. It is necessary not only 
to be united to Christ but also to be in 
harmony and helpful relationship to 
our fellow Christian. 

The boards were bound together by 
five bars of shittim wood, likewise cov- 
ered with gold (Exod. 26:26-30; 36:31-34). 
Four of these bars were visible and one 
was invisible. Two were placed near the 
bottom of the boards and two near the 
top. One was in the middle, and that 
one was shot through the boards. These 
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bars extended from end to end and joined 

all the boards into one unified whole. 
The blocks of silver were fastened to- 

gether. Thus at the very base there was 


a holding together in one unity. The 
blood of Jesus Christ, which is our atone- 
ment, is the unifying basis of all our fel- 
lowship with God and with one another. 

The boards were bound together out- 
wardly by four bars of shittim wood 
passed through rings of gold. So there 
are outward ties which bind the believers 
in God into one solid unity. In the early 
days when the Church was one unity we 
read that “they continued steadfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship and 
in breaking of bread and in prayers” 
(Acts 2:42). 

These were the outward bars which 
bound together the early Church. The 
apostles’ doctrine, as it is found in the 
Holy Word of God, must be held entirely 
and completely if the Church is to main- 
tain a perfect unity. The apostles’ doc- 
trine forms the fellowship. The breaking 
of bread expresses it. The prayers lay 
hold on God for power to sustain it. 

“And he made the middle bar to shoot 
through the boards from one end to the 
other” (Exod. 36:33; also 26:28). Thus 
the middle bar would bind all the boards 
together. The unity would be visible, 
but not the bar that made it possible. It

We believe science— 
why not believe the Bible? 


CASUAL READING of comments on 

a recent Sunday school lesson 

started a train of thought 

which suggested some interest- 

ing analogies between the spir- 
itual and the material realms. 

A similar trend of thought was simul- 
taneously instigated by a detailed study 
of Paul’s Epistle to the Ephesians. In this 
book the depths of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God, as manifested in crea- 
tion, are so far beyond the full compre- 
hension of man as to be termed a 
mystery. It has seemed particularly diffi- 
cult to grasp the full import of the 
doctrine of the Trinity. 

The inability to understand such spir- 
itual truths sometimes becomes either a 
stumbling block to the unregenerate 
mind, or at least the occasion for reject- 
ing proffered pardon for sin. But who 
has ever heard of a student of science 
refusing to continue in a course because 
he was asked to accept facts for which 
a full explanation was wanting? 

It has been my privilege to introduce 
considerable numbers of college students 
to the field of chemistry. Not one has 
ever challenged the assertions made by 
authors of texts that an elementary gas, 
oxygen, exists. The credulous student is 
shown a bottle which he is told contains 
pure oxygen, and yet he never sees, feels, 


- tastes or even smells it. Nevertheless, the 


necessity of a continuous supply of this 
invisible substance from birth until death 
is a fact that no one questions. 

Soon after studying oxygen, the cre- 
dulity of our thinking student is further 
challenged when he is introduced to hy- 
drogen, another substance which he can- 
not detect by his senses. Yet every drop 
of water in existence is composed of 
these two elements, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, and water is necessary from birth 
until death. Every living cell of the hu- 
man body contains hydrogen and oxygen 
combined with other elements, as well as 
in the form of water, a fact accepted by 
the student without question. 

Who is not familiar with carbon, the 
third and last member of our mysterious 
trio of elements? It is the principal con- 
stituent of coal, particularly hard coal, of

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soot produced by any smoking flame, and 
of diamonds. Carbon as an element is 
ordinarily a black, nearly tasteless, in- 
soluble solid. 

When these three elements are prop- 
erly united, what a marvelous product 
will result! Sugar is so valuable and so 
essential it was one of the first of the 
scarce items to be rationed by our gov- 
ernment in the present crisis. In sugar 
we might see a remarkable illustration 
that would illuminate a profound truth. 

As with the Triune God, so in ordinary 
sugar, each of three unities or entities is 
still present, and yet wholly new aspects 
are evident when their individual char- 
acteristics are-replaced by those of the 
three-in-one. The blackness of carbon 
and the invisibility of hydrogen and oxy- 
gen mysteriously give way to the super- 
lative whiteness of crystals of genuine 
beauty when magnified. The insolubility 
and tastelessness of all three are re- 
placed by great solubility and a taste that 
is appreciated by multitudes. 

This mystery is further enhanced when 
we consider that as the Triune Godhead 
energizes, protects against evil, and im- 
parts meaning to life, so sugar provides 
one of the best known sources of bodily 
energy, preserves against the destroying 
action of yeasts and bacteria, and adds 
flavor to many foods that would other- 
wise scarcely be palatable. 


a, IS DIFFICULT, if not impos- 
sible, to fully explain how in the Triune 
Godhead all three Persons can be indi- 
vidually and collectively co;-existent as 
one. Nor can one explain how each of 





the three elements can be present indi- 
vidually and yet present a perfectly uni- 
fied aspect in a material with a single 
taste, a specific solubility of its own, and 
other properties which characterize it as 
distinct from all other known substances. 

The Triune God nourishes the soul and 
energizes the mind and the body of man. 
Our three elements—carbon, hydrogen 
and oxygen—when combined in other 
proportions by the action of plants, form 
starch. This material has its own specific 
color, limited solubility, and taste. To 
man it serves as a source of energy for 
work and at the same time is used to 
some extent in the actual building proc- 
esses. Thus we see a Trinity that ener- 
gizes the soul of man, paralleled by a 
trinity in the natural realm that supplies 
bodily energy. 

Man may look to the holy Trinity for 
support in the form of courage, hope, 
protection, and promise for the future. 
The same trinity of elements are com- 
bined in yet other ways by the marvelous 
activities of plants to produce a very 
well-known material, cellulose. It is the 
fiber so well known in cotton, paper, and 
the woody fibers occurring in almost all 
plants from the lowliest herb to the tall- 
est forest giant. Man uses cellulose in a 
host of ways, in making all forms of 
clothing derived from plant sources, thus 
gaining protection for his body. Homes 
of cellulose-containing wood afford him 
comfort and shelter from the agencies in 
the world outside. 


A MATERIAL TRINITY Of trini- 
ties is now apparent, for sugars, starches 
and cellulose constitute the carbohy- 
drates, a class of substances which occupy 
a most singular and essential place in 
meeting man’s material needs. This trin- 
ity is a striking evidence of God’s com- 
plete provision for man’s temporal re- 
quirements, but on a much higher plane 
the spiritual Trinity itself meets all of 
man’s soul needs. 

The Triune God gives fragrance to the 
life that is yielded to Him; He shields His 
own from evil; His hand is often revealed 
in sharp and cutting judgment against 
the rebellious; His grace abounds in the 
time of trial. Combined in varied propor- 
tions, our trinity of elements—carbon,

Now as Jannes and Jambres 
withstood Moses, so do these also 
resist the truth: men of corrupt 
minds, reprobate concerning the 
faith—II Timothy 3:8 


HEN THE Nazis set out to up- 
root Christianity in Germany, 
they were shrewd enough not 
to attempt to do away with 
religion. They knew that the 
human being is a “religious animal,” and 
must have something about which to 
center his soul-life if he is to function 
efficiently. Therefore, when they out- 
lawed Christianity the Nazis took pains 
to provide a substitute for that which 
they sought to destroy. That substitute, 
of course, was a ritualistic paganism 
based on ancient Teutonic legends. 

The course followed by the Nazis in 
Germany is a typical instance of the 
manner in which Satan proceeds. He 
knows that there is an empty spot some- 
where in the most calloused human heart. 
He knows that man’s nature is such that 
sooner or later he must of necessity look 
beyond himself for help. And he knows 
that God has provided, through the Lord 
Jesus Christ, a full and free salvation 
which satisfies completely and everlast- 
ingly every need and every longing of the 
human heart. Satan knows that in the 
blood of Christ there is sufficient power 
to redeem from the penalty, power and 
presence of sin all those who through 
faith will appropriate its cleansing effi- 
cacy. 

Satan has all sorts of ways, direct and 
indirect, of resisting the truth of this 
good news. His agents make frontal as- 
saults upon gospel truth, and they attack 
it insidiously from the rear. One of their 
most effective maneuvers is referred to 
in our text. Men of corrupt minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith, withstand the 
truth in the same manner that Jannes 
and Jambres withstood Moses. 

The names of Jannes and Jambres 
occur in Scripture only in the verse be- 
fore us, but Jewish tradition tells us that 
these men were two court magicians in 
Egypt at the time Moses and Aaron

Moses had accepted, without much en- 
thusiasm, Jehovah’s commission to 
preach deliverance from the bondage to 
Pharaoh. Not only did Moses lack con- 
fidence in his personal ability, but he 
dreaded the incredulity of the king and 
the skepticism of his own people. God 
graciously dealt with His servant’s doubts 
by setting a seal upon the authenticity 
of Moses’ commission. In order to make 
it plain that this man was His bona fide 
representative, authorized by Him to pro- 
claim good tidings of release, God em- 
powered Moses to perform miracles. In 
these miracles Pharaoh, and all others, 
would see unmistakable evidence that 
Moses was a man to be heard with re- 
spect. 

But when Aaron, as Moses’ prophet, 
threw down his rod before Pharaoh, and 
it turned into a squirming serpent, 
Jannes and Jambres and their brothers 
in magic “did in like manner with their 
enchantments. For they cast down every 
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man his rod, and they became serpents: 
but Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods” 
(Exod. 7:11, 12). And when Pharaoh saw 
that the miracle of the two troublesome 
Israelites was matched by his court 
talent, he hardened his heart and refused 
to let the Lord’s people go. 

Did the magicians of Egypt actually 
have a power equal to that which God 
was manifesting through His prophets? 
Were Jannes and Jambres able, with 
their necromancy, ‘to duplicate the 
miraculous sign with which God authen- 
ticated the ministry of Moses and Aaron? 
We think not. 

Every Bible believer knows that there 
are evil spiritual intelligences in this uni- 
verse, and that these evil forces have at 
their disposal tremendous powers. The 
strength of Satan is real and it is great, 
but it is not without its limits, and it falls 
far short of the boundless might of our 
God. 

There is one miracie, one manifesta- 
tion of power, which God has reserved 
exclusively unto Himself. This one realm, 
in which only the Holy Spirit operates, 
is the creation of life. The scientist, in 
his ambition to bring life into being, is 
foredoomed to failure. Satan himself

Will He be received ? 
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HE OBJECTION is often raised to the 

expectation of the Lord’s personal 

return, claiming that Paul and the 

other early Christians were mis- 

taken, because Christ did not 
come as they expected. This objection is 
very plausible and also very serious, since 
it involves the question of -the inspira~ 
tion of a large part of the New Testa- 
ment. 

Old Testament history, however, gives 
a very plain answer to this objection. The 
Old Testament saints were expected to 
be looking for the coming of the Messiah 
as the hope of the world and of each 
one’s personal salvation. This Messiah 
did not come, however, until many cen- 
turies after the giving of the first prom- 
ises quoted in the Old Testament. But 
although the Old Testament saints of 
each generation were disappointed, they 
were certainly not mistaken in believing 
and looking eagerly for the coming of the 
Messiah. Jesus said, “Your father Abra- 
ham rejoiced to see my day; and he saw 
it, and was glad” (John 8:56). “Abraham 
believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness” (Rom. 4:3). 

Similarly, no Christian in the past 
nineteen hundred years has been mis- 
taken in “looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ” (Titus 
2:13). Those who were hoping and look- 
ing were certainly disappointed because 
Christ’s plans did not culminate during 
their lifetime, but this expectation ac- 
cording to many New Testament scrip- 
tures ought to be the hope and the com- 
fort of every Christian. It certainly is his 
duty to “watch for” and “love” and “look 
for” and “hasten his coming,” if New 
Testament exhortations have any author- 
ity. While it is not for us “to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power” (Acts 1:7), 
we do know that “in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly” (Rom. 5:6). That little 
phrase “in due time” covers all man’s 
ignorance and God’s knowledge of His 
eternal purposes.

W EO WERE MISTAKEN IN THE 
Op TESTAMENT? It was those who failed 
to pass on to their children the hope of 
the coming Messiah, and therefore they 
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caused the greatest tragedy in the uni- 
verse. For the Messiah “came unto his 
own, and his own received him not” 
(John 1:11). The chosen people “killed 
the author of life,” because the nation 
was not looking for the coming of the 
Lamb of God. 

If any one generation had failed en- 
tirely to pass on this hope, it would have 
been lost. No one then could have said 
of Jesus, “This is he of whom the proph- 
ets spake.” There could have been no 
Christian Church, because it was at first 
composed exclusively of those who saw 
that Christ fulfilled the Old Testament 
Scriptures and was therefore “the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world” (John 1:29). Similarly, those will 
be mistaken who today fail to pass on to 
the next generation the blessed hope. 

What is already the result of the fail- 
ure of the Church, the Bride of Christ, to 
be looking for the Bridgegroom? Men 
everywhere, even men in the Church, are

looking to temporary attempted reforms, 
to ancient political changes, to education, 
to civilization, even to atheistic com- 
munism, as the hope of the world. 

Because the Jewish people did not look 
for the Messiah as their Saviour from sin, 
the nation was rejected and has endured 
two thousand years of persecution, and 
God turned to the Gentiles “to take out 
of them a people for his name.” 

If the Jews were to blame for not 
recognizing the Messiah when He came 
to fulfill the Old Testament predictions 

,of His suffering to save His people from 
their sins, how much more culpable are 
Christians who do not believe either the 
Old Testament or the New Testament 
prediction of the coming of Him “whose 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and 
all dominions shall serve and obey him” 
(Dan. 7:27). Such Christians are espe- 
cially to blame, since they can see how 





many of the Old Testament promises 
have been fulfilled already. 

There must be some interval between 
giving and the fulfillment of a promise. 
It is not for man to decide what the 
length of such a period should be. “A 
certain nobleman went into a far coun- 
try, to receive for himself a kingdom, and 
to return” (Luke 19:12), and He has not 
yet returned. 


J UST AS THE JEWISH NATION, 
except for a few individuals, had an en- 
tirely materialistic conception of the 
kingdom to be established, so also now, 
almost all social workers, reformers, and 
political planners for prosperity think 
and say nothing about sin, which is the 
cause of human suffering. It is all a mat- 
ter of material prosperity with them. As 
if giving a man, good or bad, a few dol- 
lars taken from a rich man will bring 
prosperity to anybody, or be any sub- 
stitute for the change of heart neces- 
sary to enable a man, or any group of 
men, to live properly with their neigh- 
bors. 

“And now, little children, abide in him; 
that, when he shall appear, we may have 
confidence, and not be ashamed before 
him at his coming” (I John 2:28). 

“And it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is. And every man 
that hath this hope in him purifieth him- 
self, even as he is pure” (I John 3:2, 3). 

“For the grace of God hath appeared, 
bringing salvation to all men, instructing 
us, to the intent that denying ungodli- 
ness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly and righteously and godly in this 
present world; looking for the blessed 
hope and appearing of the glory of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 
who gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto himself a people for his own pos- 
session, zealous of good works” (Titus 
2:11-14, R.V.). 





An evidence of Christ’s resurrection is 
the descent of the Holy Spirit who in- 
dwells every believer. Another proof is 
the fact of the Lord’s Day. Millions of 
Jews have been converted, hundreds of 
millions of Gentiles have been saved, and 
whereas they kept the seventh day, now 
they observe the first day of the week, and 
worship God on that day. Why is this? 
Because they accept the fact that on that 
day, the first day of the week, Christ was 
raised from the dead. In nailing Jesus 
to the cross the Jews virtually said, “He 
professed to be the Son of God, but we 
do not believe this.” But on the third 
day God raised Him from the dead, and 
by that act He proclaimed the Lord Jesus 
to be all that He had claimed to be—the 
Eternal Son of the Eternal God.—J. C. M.

He had come into the world 
to dwell among men, to rub elbows with 
sinful flesh, to eat with sinners, and 
eventually to die in their behalf on the 
accursed tree; and so He was identify- 
ing Himself not only with our woes and 
sorrows, but also with our joys and 
pleasures. 

Marriage is a type of the deepest

spiritual truth, even as Paul states, “Hus-

5:25-27).

A: CANA WE WERE ALL GIVEN 
an object lesson, the theme of which was 
that life ought to be poured out. As the 
ceremonies proceeded, the wine ran lower 
and lower and finally stopped. The host 
was at his wit’s end. What should he 
do? Who could help? The mother of 
Jesus pointed to her Son and said to the 
ruler of the feast, “Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it.” At our Lord’s command, 
six empty waterpots are filled with water 
and poured out to the waiting guests, 
and, lo, the water was wine! 

As Dr. Harry Rimmer points out in his 
book, Cana to Calvary, there is fairly 
good evidence that much of the wine 
(oinos) of that day was not intoxicating 
and was served much in the same spirit 
as we serve tea or coffee. Yet the main 
point to see here is that life, poured out 
at His command, is changed to the wine 
of blessing. 

How graphically the psalmist speaks 
of Calvary and of the bleeding Lamb who 
hung there: “I am poured out like water, 
and all my bones are out of joint” (Ps. 
22:14). We cannot repeat His atoning 
work, nor die efficaciously even for our 
own sins. The best we can do is to be- 
lieve it, accept it and then, with hearts 
full to the brim with gratitude, pour out 
our lives in love and service. 

The great apostle in his letter to the 
Philippians says, “If I be offered [Rother- 
ham gives us, “If I am even to be poured 
out’] upon the sacrifice and service of 
your faith, I joy and rejoice with you all” 
(Phil. 2:17). And again in another place, 
he says, “I am debtor both to the Greeks 
and to the Barbarians; both to the wise 
and the unwise” (Rom. 1:14). As the 
saintly George Truett, of Dallas, so often 
reiterated in his forceful manner, “When 
we cease to bleed, we cease to bless.” Oh,

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HE URGENT AND UNFINISHED TASK Of 
the twentieth century is “the call- 
ing out of a people for his name.” 
Our Lord said, “Follow me, and I 
will make you fishers of men.” Too 
often we accept the name of Christian 
without accepting its responsibilities. 

In a chaotic world where all is unrest 
and men’s hearts are torn with fear and 
uncertainty, too often the church has lost 
its testimony and the clergy have put 
aside simple faith in God and His Word. 
The book of Proverbs tells us, “Cursed is 
he who puts his trust in man.” Many a 
preacher has put his trust in organiza- 
tion, personality, education, money or 
influence. Like Peter of old, the instant 
we take our eyes off the Saviour, we sink 
in the rolling seas. 

Church history shows that God uses 
individuals and works through them, but 
they must be wholly consecrated to His 
service. Men and women, laymen and 
clergy, can be used only when they are 
wholly surrendered to the will of God 
and walk before Him with humility of 
heart. 

As illustrations we think of Peter, the 
fisherman; Gideon, the farmer; David, 
the shepherd boy; or more recently, we 
think of Moody, the shoe salesman; 
Carey, the cobbler, and Livingstone, the 
cotton mill worker. Each after surren- 
dering his life was called from his daily 
work to become a leader in the army of 
our Lord. 

Today, when churches and leaders of 
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Christianity are compromising in their 
testimony, when appeasement is still 
looked upon as the easy way out, God is 
looking for men and women to be His 
ambassadors through whom the message 
of reconciliation can be brought to a 
dying and sin-cursed world. 






_— TIME AGO, I CAME ACROSS 
THE TERM “nonprofessional missionary,” 
which has been a challenge to me ever 
since. A nonprofessional missionary is 
a layman, a businessman, a doctor, a 
lawyer, a farmer, a housewife or a me- 
chenic, who uses every opportunity to 
witness for the Lord. The Christian lay- 
man has a responsibility to his fellow 
man as great as that of any preacher. In 
fact, a layman’s testimony often carries 
greater weight with the skeptical or in- 
different unbelievers because they realize 
the layman speaks from conviction rather 
than by reason of position. 

As a nonprofessional missionary, a 
layman has the greatest responsibility to 
reach his neighbor, fellow employees and 
those with whom he comes in daily con- 
tact. The hardest thing for a Christian 
to do is to lead a normal Christian life 
without overemphasis on some pet doc- 
trine, belief or creed. I believe that it is 
just as hard to find Christians who have 
normal missionary endeavors. 

We senc missionaries to the four cor- 
ners of the world to preach the gospel, 
and set up mission stations, and we send. 
missionaries to the slums of our great 
cities to deal with the outcasts of so- 
ciety—men and women who have squan- 
dered their entire lives in sin and have 
been absolutely no asset to society. I am 
in full accord with these efforts; but the

average man of society, your neighbor 
and my neighbor, one who leads a normal 
life, who is an asset to society, who raises 
a fine family, minds his own business, 
and possibly has a responsible position, 
we shun like a leper when it comes to 
giving him the gospel. Here is a man or 
a woman who if won for Christ will have 
a testimony that would carry weight, and 
he could be used to win scores to the sav- 
ing knowledge of Christ. These neigh- 
bors and friends are the responsibility of 
the nonprofessional missionary and are 
the folks hardest to reach. 

A family that is supplied with the 
essentials of everyday life seldom feels 
the need of a Saviour. They know that 
by the standards of society they are good 
citizens, so why insult them by calling 
them sinners. Ofttimes we use poor 
judgment in contacting these men and 
women, by emphasizing a negative Chris- 
tianity and stressing certain sins—such 
as smoking, card playing, theaters, etc. 
Our job is to point men and women to 
Christ, and once they are won to Him 
and have surrendered their lives to Him, 
these other things will automatically take 
care of themselves. 

A nonprofessional missionary, in or- 
der to be effective, must have the follow- 
ing qualifications: 

1. Live a Christian testimony. In other 
words, others should see Christ in you 
and realize you have a peace and joy 
they do not understand or have. Do not 
let your actions shout so loudly that they 
cannot hear your testimony. 

2. Emphasize the positive in your 
Christian life. Others are interested in 
what you get out of being a Christian, 
not in what you do without. 

3. Use every opportunity of witnessing 
when the opportunity presents itself. Let 
your theme song be, “Lord, Lead Me to 
Some Soul Today.” 

4. Use every opportunity to be of 
Christian service in your community and 
church. Service develops Christian char- 
acter. 

5. Study God’s Word prayerfully; know 
the reason for the hope that lies within 
you. 

6. Do not hesitate to do the unusual 
in order to bring the gospel message to 
your neighbors.

AILURE OF FAITH is a common experi- 
ence. Many of God’s children en- 
joy victory only up to a certain 
point; there faith gives way and 
they go down to defeat. They start 

out right, but end up wrong. 

The Holy Spirit made certain that the 
cause of such failure, along with the 
remedy, was clearly set forth in the gos- 
pel. An incident in the life of Peter is 
taken as the basis of the impressive ob- 
ject lesson. 

The incident, recorded in Matthew 14, 
followed the miraculous feeding of five 
thousand men, besides women and chil- 
dren. No sooner was the dinner over 
than Christ constrained His disciples to 
enter a ship and go before Him to the 
opposite shore. After sending away the 
multitude, Christ withdrew into a moun- 
tain to pray. Deepening shadows of eve- 
ning found Him still there in solitude, 
communing with the Father. 

In the meantime, the ship carrying the 
disciples, now in the midst of the sea, was 
being heaved and tossed by a vicious gale. 
Still straining at their oars, while hope 
hung in the balance, the sturdy men 
inched their way against the wind and 
wave. 

Then came the early streaks of dawn 
when an even worse térror gripped their 
hearts. In the dim, gray light they saw, 
what was to all appearances, a spirit 
coming over the waves toward their ship. 

Galilee was a sea often churned by 
wicked tempests. These ex-fishermen had 
braved similar gales, but they were 
wholly. unprepared to handle ghosts. 
Without comment, the Gospel writer 
says, “They cried out for fear.” It is a 
picture of desperate, frenzied men who 
could do no more than add their frantic 
cries to the weird howls of the wind. But 
above the storm came a _ reassuring 
voice, “Be of good cheer; it is I!” Christ, 
who created the sea, was proving His 
sovereignty over it by walking on its 
surface. 

Peter was the first to answer. “Lord, 
if it be thou, bid me come unto thee on 
the water.” Christ no sooner agreed, than 
Peter leaped from the ship and started 
across the water to his Master. All went 
well in the beginning. Then something 
happened; Peter’s faith failed and he 
slipped beneath the foam, calling for help. 


Many WHO READ THE ACCOUNT 
see nothing more than Peter’s blunder. It 
reminds one of the lecturer who held up 
before an audience a large panel of pure 
white, marred with one small blot. “What 
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do you see?” he asked. “A blot” was the 
almost unanimous reply. It’s always easy 
to see the defects, especially in others, 
but if we are to receive the blessing God 
has for us here, we must not be blind to 
the merits of Peter. 

The long exhaustive hours of battling 
the tempest, the anxious uncertainty of 


deliverance, the loss of a night’s rest, the 
terror at what seemed to be a ghost, and 
the sudden reaction and surprise at the 
presence of Christ were a combination of 
events capable of unbalancing the most 
stable. Certainly they were not factors 
in Peter’s favor. Yet, in the face of all 
this, he dared make the challenge, “Bid 
me come unto thee on the water.” Make 
no mistake, this was not mere impulse on 
Peter’s part. It was nothing less than 
genuine faith, faith which made his usual 
boldness the more daring! 

Not how he could walk on the water, 
but who bade him do it, was all that 
concerned Peter. “If it be thou,” he said, 
“bid me come.” Such an attitude is al- 
ways a mark of Christian maturity. God’s 
children need not be concerned with the 
whys and wherebys. If it be God who 
directs, that is sufficient. Where God is 
involved, it is enough to know who. 

Peter was willing to risk everything 
with his Lord. Evidently, like many sea- 
faring men, Peter couldn’t swim. Yet he 
started across the water with no alter- 
native but faith. Unlike our usual pre- 
caution, he had nothing prepared as 
second best. It was this or nothing. And 
we have abundant proof that God is 
pleased with those who trust Him thus. 

How far or how long Peter walked on 
the waves is not the question: he walked! 
But for this, his more cautious com- 
panions still clinging inside the boat

E WALK across the wide, fro- 
zen Tanana to visit our neigh- 
bors at the station. Left 
behind, for a time, is our 
brightly-lighted house. 

Hard to look on this calm, white spread 
of snow-covered ice and remember that 
it is in spring and summer a torrent of 
swirling brown silt- and driftwood-laden 
water. Now, all quiet. No, listening in- 
tently, there is the unseen, unending 
snap-crack of frost. 

The group of pines, back on the shore, 
were tall and gaunt in summer; now 
they stand warmly clad in drifts of snow 
and powdery hoarfrost thick on their 
scant branches. I catch my breath, look- 
ing back, to see them there in the moon- 
light black and white against the dark 
blue of the sky. To our right, the moun- 
tain range, sharp-cut and blue-white 


against that same perfect blue. 

One star—no, it is a planet (so large 
and clear-unwinking)—shines alone over 
the jagged white line of the Nutzotins. 
Marilyn clasps my hand hard in ecstasy, 
“Mother, a Christmas card; oh, a Christ- 
mas card!” 

We walk softly on. The moon, clear 
and yellow and seemingly just in the 
treetops in the clear Arctic air, shows us 
to each other with lashes and hair thick 
and white with frost. But we are warm 
as we go along in our snug parkas, and 
this wintry fairyland could never be a 
lonesome place for us. 

We come to the bridge Daddy and the 
native men built in the fall. We are 
crossing the slough. Ahead, Ole’s cheery 
light gleams out over the snow piled 
high at his cabin window. We walk on, 
speaking seldom.

might later have discredited his attempt. 
We, too, do well tc compare our accom- 
plishments with those of Peter before we: 
talk of his blunder. At least he had vic- 
tory part of the way, and that is infinitely 
better than having failure all the way. 


Au In ALL, this is not the 
story of a small soul. Peter demands our 
respect, not our ridicule. When you come 
right down to it, he made only one mis- 
take. And even that was the kind of 
mistake in which we so often take pride. 
Peter merely paused to look at the facts! 
He took his eyes from the Saviour to look 
at the storm. ° 

Having looked at the storm, failure of 
faith was no fault of Peter’s. It was the 
natural, automatic, inevitable reaction! 
Faith does not come by looking about us. 
How long it takes some of us to learn 
that faith comes only when we look “unto 
Christ, the author and finisher of faith”! 
In Him, faith has its beginning; in Him, 
faith has its fruition. Wherever a walk 
of faith is required, to insist upon look- 
ing at the facts is an insult to God and 
a certain way to failure. 

Basically, the Christian’s walk today is 
little different from Peter’s. Joy, assur- 
ance, victory—all are ours only as long 
as our eyes are fixed on our Lord. But 
once we look on the circumstances about 
us instead of the Saviour before us, de- 
feat is inevitable. 

Are you being tested? Tried? Tempted? 
Keep your eyes upon Christ and all will 
turn out right. Victory to start with, vic- 
tory to end with; that is the way God 
would have it. And that is the way it 
can be if we will look unto Him. 





The Framework of 
Christian Experience 
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was hidden within the boards where no 
hand of man could displace it. 

In the same manner, that which binds 
the saints of God together is a bond in- 
visible to the eye of the casual onlooker. 
All true Christians are bound together 
in one unity; they are one with God and 
with each other. As the bar in the midst 
of the boards united them all, so does the 
Lord in the midst unite all His saints. 

The middle bar represents the mys- 
terious, unseen bond that unites true be- 
lievers everywhere, regardless of nation- 
ality, race or color. It is the “unity of the 
Spirit” that makes believers one the 
world over. “Behold, how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity” (Ps. 133:1). 

The Church of the living God is com- 
posed of men and women who have life 
in Christ. No unconverted person has a 
place in the Church, for all who are 
members of the Church must be born 
again. But this in itself is not sufficient. 
It is necessary to be builded together, in 
unity and fellowship with all believers in 
the Church of Jesus Christ. 
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HE OTHER DAY when reading Wey- 
mouth’s translation of the New 
Testament it seemed that a new 
glory was poured upon life as I 
happened on the phrase, “that 
Christ may make his home in your hearts 
through faith.” It let in a great flood of 
light, that He who is Lord of lords and 
King of kings should want to make His 
home in me; that I might have such a 
royal Guest in my heart. And then the 
searching question, Is my heart the kind 
of heart that He could be at home in? 

Well, I had read that phrase (Eph. 
3:17) many times before in our Author- 
ized and Standard Versions, “that Christ 
may dwell in your hearts.” But that word 
at home was what did the searching. So 
I checked with the Greek and found that 
Weymouth had made a better translation. 

Let me give you just one example from 
another verse where we find that same 
Greek word. It is in Matthew 2:23. Mary 
and Joseph and the Babe were returning 
from their sojourn in Egypt, and we read 
that they “came and dwelt in a city called 
Nazareth,” which really means that they 
came and made their home in a city 
called Nazareth. 

And that is what Paul is talking about 
in his letter to the Ephesians; that Christ 
may be at home in their hearts and in 
ours. In his letter to the Galatians, where 
he is giving a bit of his own personal 
testimony, he says, “Christ liveth in me” 
(Gal. 2:20), which means that as far as 
Paul was concerned Christ had moved in 
and made His home in his own heart. 


Now that expression of the apostle, 
“Christ liveth in me,” would seem to be 
the peak and fullness of Christian expe- 
rience, something to be striven for and 
sought after, something that perhaps 
only great souls like the apostle could 
say. Yet the truth of the matter is that 
this is an experience not only for those 
whom we consider live in the higher 
realms of Christianity, but for everyone 
who is a Christian at all. 
This is not only the end 
and fullness of Christian 
experience, but the very 
beginning of Christian ex- 
perience. 

It doesn’t make any dif- 
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ference whether we are orthodox or 
liberal, Romanist or Protestant, or what 
you will, Paul says very plainly that we 
are to prove ourselves, and that if Christ 
is not in us, if He does not make His 
home in us, we are reprobate (II Cor. 
13:5). That word reprobate is used to 
describe counterfeit money. In other 
words, if Christ is not at home in our 
hearts we are counterfeit Christians. 

Our Lord said the same thing on that 
last night before His crucifixion when He 
was with His disciples in the upper room. 
You will remember He was talking about 
the vine and its branches, the symbol of 
Him in us and we in Him. Then He goes 
on to say that if this relationship does 
not exist, the branch is cast forth and 
burned (John 15:6)—it is reprobate. It 
was also on that same night He said, “If 
a@ man love me, he will keep my words: 
and my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make our abode 
four home] with him” (John 14:23). 

All this seems very wonderful, and it is. 
It is what Paul calls “the glory of this 
mystery.” And the glory of it is that it is 
an eternal reality, “which is Christ in you, 
the hope of glory” (Col. 1:27). It means 
that Jesus came into this world not only 
to live in the midst of men, but to live in 
His followers—in us; and if He does not, 
His mission is a failure as far as we are 
concerned, and we are lost. 

Just as Jesus came into this world and 
was born in a stable, so He comes to each 
one of us and is born in our hearts. We 
have never partaken of the benefits of 
the first advent until this becomes our 
personal experience. The “good tidings of 
great joy” is that in His incarnation He 
was willing to make entry into this world

by way of a stable, but this also is a sign 
concerning ourselves. 

It is a complete declaration that no 
matter how discouraged we may be about 
our own sinful inner state, if He refused 
not to be born in a stable, He will not 
refuse to be born in me. So we sing at our 
joyful Christmas season, 

“Though Christ a thousand times in 

Bethlehem be born, 

Yet not within thyself, thy life shall 

be forlorn.” 

Yes, Christmas means that the King 
of kings and Lord of lords, the Creator 
of the ends of the earth, has come, not 
just to pay this earth a visit, but to make 
His home in us! 

“Oh, what a salvation this, 
That Christ liveth in me!” 


Be HOW CAN THIS THING BE? 
How can I say with the same confidence 
as the apostle, “Christ liveth in me”? If 
you read the passage (Gal. 2:17-21) 
where the expression occurs, you will find 
that Paul makes it very clear and lets us 
into the secret. 

First of all, he begins, where we all 
must begin, by identifying himself with 
sinners, and as such he cannot be de- 
clared righteous (justified) by the law. 

Then by identifying himself with the 
death of Christ on the cross, he through 
the law has become dead unto the law; 
for the law says, “The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” The law no longer has any 
dominion over him, so that he may live 
unto God. It is then he exclaims, “I have 
been crucified with Christ.” 

Not “I am crucified with Christ”; that 
would mean Christ is still on the cross, 
whereas Christ is raised from the dead. 
It is not the present tense, but the past 
tense. When He was erucified, I was cru- 
cified, for He died in my place. Hence, “it 
is no longer I that live,” because I have 
died, “but Christ liveth in me,” so “that 
life which I now live in the flesh I live in 
faith, which [faith] is in 
the Son of God, who loved 
me and gave himself up 
for me.” 

That’s the answer.‘ Not 
that I cease to exist, nor

One night we sat talking in the sala 
after the Campas were sleeping around 
their fires. I asked Bill why he couldn’t 
build a schoolhouse. He said, “I am not 
a carpenter, but I suppose I could put up 
some kind of building.” We talked on 
and on, building aircastles until we had 
quite a beautiful idea of a house in mind. 
Then Bill said, “I believe tomorrow I'll 
put it up to the Campas and ask for 
volunteers.” 

He did, but there was no response, ab- 
solutely none. It was rather discouraging 
when we wanted the house especially for 
their benefit; and they weren’t willing to 
help. Time went on, but no one volun- 
teered. It really hurt us, but we told the 
Lord about it. 

One morning after the day school was 
dismissed the Indians were waiting for 
the rain to stop so they could go home. 
As I went to the back porch, they re- 
marked how rickety it was and that it 
needed this and that. I said it surely did 
and we needed a new schoolhouse also. 
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if they would work 
to get it done by Christmas, I’d cook for 
them. My washerwoman offered to help 
me. 

There were twenty-eight men and boys 
who worked on the house. There was no 
fussing or fighting or quarreling. It was 
gratifying how harmoniously everything 
went along. We can only say God was 
guiding and answering our ‘prayers. A 
number of the Indians also realized this 
and said, “Surely it is the Lord who is 
helping us.” I am sure we are all enjoy- 
ing the house much more than if we had 
hired a carpenter. Of course, we paid 
the men, too, but we did not promise 
to pay them until they offered to work. 
Even the little boys trudged back and 
forth to the woods carrying shingles. 

The house was not quite finished for 
Christmas, but we did have a grand time 
with 165 Campas present. There seemed 
@ special friendliness among us all, and 
I @m sure any one of you would have en- 
joyed being with us.—Mrs. W. R. Hurley, 
in Amazon Valley Indian.

used to drink together every day. Early 
in the year they both began to feel 
troubled about it and decided they would 
break the habit.

THE JAPS DID NOT READ THIS 
**BIBLE”’ 


This is the story of an unusual “family 
record” kept by a United States Army 
chaplain while a war prisoner of the 
Japanese—a record now safely preserved 
in the official archives at Washington. 

The story started with the fall of Cor- 
regidor. Our forces were given little op- 
portunity to provide for the hardships 
in store for them at Bilibid, the Japanese 
,prison where those who survived were to 
spend terrible days and nights, stretching 
into endless months—and for some, sev- 
eral years—of deadening inactivity and 
suffering. 

Chaplain Perry O. Wilcox, a colonel in 
the United States Army, was one of 
three chaplains who had been captured. 
He had a small pocket notebook which he 
had been able to take with him, and in it 
he carefully kept a record of the many 
deaths. It was something of a hopeless 
task; there was little to indicate that it 
would ever reach home with its tragic 
contents. 

The American Bible Society’s office in 
Manila was still functioning, and for 
more than a year the camp emissary was 
able to bring back a small weekly supply 
eof Scriptures. These were usually small 
packages containing about two dozen 
service New Testaments. The censor 
would examine the box and its contents, 
place the official Japanese stamp on a 
slip of paper and insert this in the pack- 
age. 

A few months before the end of the 
war, word came that Chaplain Wilcox 





was to be exchanged; he was going home.

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By now his notebook was almost filled. 
In it he had recorded each death with 
name, rank, date, cause of death, to- 
gether with any last messages or other 
information which might be of comfort 
to loved ones at home. The question was 
how to get the book through the Japa- 
nese censors. 

Shortly before he was to leave, another 
package of Bibles was received. In this 
package was the slip of paper bearing 
the Japanese censor’s stamp. Chaplain 
Wilcox surreptitiously took his notebook 
apart, inserted this piece of paper in 
the front, trimmed it to the same size as 
the original pages and rebound the book. 
It therefore carried on its front page the 
official mark of having been already 
censored, and at each examination it was 
passed without question. 

On his arrival in San Francisco last 
May one of Chaplain Wilcox’s first acts 
was to send the notebook to Washington, 
where it became an Official casualty list. 
—Bible Society Record.

Establishing gospel _ booths, 
manned by able soul-winning leaders and 
backed up by the testimony of Christians 
in the local area, direct contact is made 
with tens of thousands of unsaved per- 
sons. Public address systems are used in 
a constant program of testimony, the 
quotation of Bible verses, singing by 
groups and brief gospel preaching to the 
multitudes of passersby. 

A steady stream of gospel tracts flows 
into the hands of the people, and for the 
most part, these are taken graciously 
and read. Gospels of John are dis- 
criminately given out also, and there is 
a table where Moody Colportage Library 
books and some other helpful reading is 
on sale—News Letter.

“Now, sir,” he continued, “if you will 
agree, I promise to be there with one 
hundred such men and women, once just 
such lost souls, who heard the gospel of 
the grace of God, believed it and have 
found new life and joy in Jesus Christ 
our Saviour. Will you accept my terms?”

For a little time there was a question 
as to “how long they would stay,” and 
though they had signed a lease on a 
house and had made other commitments 
involving considerable periods of time, 
they did not put their letter in anywhere 
“because things are a little uncertain, 
you know.” 

Twenty-seven years passed. Of course, 
the couple did not give up their Christian 
faith. They still believed. But they did 
not affiliate with any congregation. After 
a while it was just a wee bit comfortabie 
not to have any responsibility for church 
membership. On occasions they con- 
tributed, and generously, to special causes 
which happened to be presented at serv- 
ices where they were in attendance. But 
most often the church could not depend 
on them. 

One day, a few weeks ago, a diligent 
pastor found the husband and invited 
him to lunch. Then and there the whole 
question was put up to him—frankly, 
cordially and persistently. The result was 
that the following Sunday the twenty- 
seven-year-old church letter was pre- 
sented, and the family is again in the 
church membership.—Christian Advocate.

VICTORY OVER SIN IN ROMANS 6 
The following is an expanded transla- 
tion plus interpretation of verses 1-4, 
the purpose of which is to bring out the 
meaning of the Greek text as clearly as 
possible. Word studies further clarify. 

What shall we say therefore? Shall 
we Christians continue to habitually sus- 
tain the same relationship to the sinful 
nature which we sustained before we 
were saved, doing this in order that grace 
might be increasingly displayed in super- 
abundant outgoings? Let not such a 
thing ever take place. Such as we who 
died once for all with reference to the 
sinful nature [or, who were separated 
once for all from its compelling power], 
how is it possible for us to live in the 
grip of its motivating energy any longer? 
Or, are ye ignorant that all who were 
introduced into a vital union with Christ 
Jesus [by the act of the Holy Spirit 
baptizing, placing, us into union with 
Him], into a participation in His death 
were introduced? We were therefore 
buried with Him through this aforemen- 
tioned introduction into His death, in 
order that even as there was raised up 
Christ out from among the dead through 
the glory of the Father, thus also we by 
means of the newness of life imparted 
should order our manner of life (thus 
also we, from the power of the newness 
of life imparted should derive the moti- 
vating energy for our thoughts, words, 
and deeds]. 

“Continue” (A.V.), wévw (meno), means 
to tarry, abide, or dwell in a place. “Sin” 
has the definite article before it, which 
identifies it with the previously men- 
tioned “sin” in 5:21, where the word 
refers to the sinful nature, since sin is 
there said to reign. This gives us the 
key to the understanding of Romans 6, 
which deals with the method by which 
one should live the Christian life. 

“How,” was (pos), declares the impos- 
sibility of a Christian’s continuing to 
habitually sustain the same relationship 
of utter yieldedness to the sinful nature 
which was true of him before he was 
saved. The reason for this is that he 
died to the sinful nature. Death means 
separation. He was separated from its 
compelling power. It is still in him, but 
he is not in it. Through Christ’s resur- 
rection, the Christian is made a par- 
taker of the divine nature, which causes 
him to hate sin and love righteousness, 
and which supplies him with the power 
to do the will of God. Since he is free 
from the power of the sinful nature, 
and is a possessor of the divine nature, 
he cannot sustain the same relationship 
to the former as before salvation, and 
instead, he will live a victorious life. 
This inner transformation is brought 
about by the fact that he was farritw 
(baptizo), placed or introduced,-by the 
Spirit into the Lord Jesus, potentially 
two thousand years ago, but actually, 
when he believed.

Above all, He could really undertake 
this momentous work because He is not 
only man, but more than man. We can 
conceive a mere man becoming by a rare 
grace the perfect model of humanity. We 
can conceive a mere man so filled with 


light from heaven as to teach his fellows - 


all the wisdom and secrets of this and 
the other life. But how should a mere 
man put away the sins of a guilty world? 

Here, surely, is some new power com- 
municating to the acts and sufferings of 
the sinless representative of our race, 
who freely offers Himself on its behalf, a 
virtue which literally knows no bounds. 
Every human act is limited in its value; 
every human pang, however instinct with 
moral motive, finds at last a sphere where 
its power throbs away into silence. 

The value of the death of Christ, ex- 
tending itself in His intention, as we 
know, to the whole human family, and 
to all the ages of the world, depends 
upon the fact that He is the everlasting 
Son of God. Hence every act and every 
suffering of His is weighted with an infi- 
nite value; it has a force which is literally 
incalculable. Indeed, on the cross, as in 
nature, we see the prodigality of God’s 
love. “In His love and in His pity He 
redeemed us.” 

It is not hyperbolical to say with St. 
Augustine that one drop of the Re- 
deemer’s blood might have redeemed a 
thousand worlds. But God does nothing 
by halves, and in His love, as in His jus- 
tice, far beyond our notions of bargain 
and equivalence, there are depths past 
finding out. 


= THEN, ON THE EVE OF 
THE CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL, we see the end, 
as it were, in the beginning. We see the 
flower in the germ; we see the most 
solemn significance of the advent for a 
world of sinners. 


If our guilt has been put away; if we 
have been robed in white garments, and 
have not defiled them; if we can look up 
into the face of our Father in heaven 
with filial confidence; if angels see in us 
their destined fellow citizens; if life is 
made bright to us by hope, even more 
than by resignation; if death has already 
lost its sting, and the grave its ancient 
victory, this is because the coming of our 
Lord into this human world has achieved 
for us redemption—redemption from sin, 
redemption from death, redemption from 
fear. Having been “justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

We reach forth the hand of faith to 
receive a gift which we never could have 
earned; and He, in return, washes us 
from our sins in His own blood, and 
robes us in His righteousness... . 

Today, let us reflect that to no one of us 
can such a gift be a matter of indiffer- 
ence. If any are still sitting in moral 
darkness, in the shadow of an eternal 
death which already darkens life by 
anticipation, let them know that the 
birth of Christ means the visit of the 
Daystar from on high; that it means the 
birth of the Redeemer. They may yet 
find at His hands, if they will, the full- 
ness of pardon and of peace. 

Let those who have “washed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb,” remember that a redeemed lite 
must be practical preparation for taking 
part in that song which saints, and only 
saints, will sing forever before the 
throne: “Thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us unto God by thy blood out of 
every kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation. ... Worthy is the Lamb that 


was slain to receive power, and riches, 
and wisdom, and strength, and honor, 
and glory, and blessing.”

that those who call themselves Christians 
might pour out their lives continually at 
His command! 

David Brainerd poured out his life in 
supplication at the throne of grace. As 
he knelt on the ground, damp with the 
pérspiration of his prayers, while the 
winter winds chilled him to the bone, he 
said, “Here am I, Lord, send me; send me 
to the ends of the earth; send me to the 
rough and savage pagans of the wilder- 
ness; send me from all that is called com- 
fort in the earth; send me even to death 
itself, if it be but in Thy service and to 
promote Thy kingdo: 


Robert Moffatt poured out his life in 
service—oil and wine into the stinking 
wounds of darkest Africa. The night be- 
fore he sailed for that heathen land he 
wrote in the album of a friend: 

“My album is the savage breast, 
Where darkness reigns and tempesis 
wrest, 

Without one ray of light; 

To write the name of Jesus there, 
And see the savage bow in prayer, 

Is my supreme delight.” 

But these men were ministers. What 
about the run-of-the-mill child of God 
whose life is made up of little things and 
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the weary round of nothingness? Ian 
MacLaren said he was influenced tremen- 
Gously by just such a one. Taken to the 
house of God in Perth, Ian sat beside his 
father and watched with wide eyes his 
first communion service. He was partic- 
ularly fascinated by an old man with 
white hair who helped serve the elements. 
The very next day, while out walking 
with his father, they came across an old 
man working along the country road, 
breaking rocks with a hammer. “Look!” 
cried the boy, “there is the old man whom 
we saw in church yesterday.” “Yes,” re- 
plied the understanding father, “holiness 
and hard work go together.” 

Fanny Crosby, whose sight was com- 
pletely destroyed when she was only six 
weeks old because someone placed the 
wrong poultice on her eyes, grew into 
womanhood and became one of the out- 
standing examples of what God can do 
with a life that is yielded to Him. She 
refused to be pitied and poured out her 
soul in song. Ponder the depth of mean- 
ing in each verse of her hymn, Face to 
Face, and you will see that one day she 
stood before the Christ of Cana. Though 
blind she saw Him, and she heard Him 
commanding her to pour out her little 
that He might make it much. 

We find at Cana that Christ conse- 
crates old age. Notice that the need be- 
came acute near the end of the feast. 
Annie Johnson Flint gave us no richer 
poem than “The Best Wine”: 


“When from life’s feast the glory has 
departed, 
And weariness creeps on, 
When on thy lips the bread has turned 
to ashes 
And all the wine has gone; 


“Then fill the jars once more, though but 
with water, 
And fill them to the brim; 
And to the waiting guests about thy table 
Pour out thy best for Him. 


“His power only waits thy small effort, 
To add His mighty touch, 
Transmuting thy poor gift to His rich 
vintage, 
Making thy little much. 


“So shalt thou know again the joy of 
service 
That thou hadst thought was: past, 
And find that the Master of the feast has 
given 
The best wine at the last.” 


But some of us may never grow old. 
What then? Do we miss the added touch 
of His hand? The rapture of His pres- 
ence? The grace-full words that fall 
from His lips? No! No! We shall be 
caught up, literally, at His coming. Pre- 
cious thought! Blessed fact! We shall 
be present at our own wedding feast in 
heaven and at the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. 


“The Bride eyes not her garments? 
But her dear Bridegroom’s face; 
I will not gaze at glory, 
But on my King of grace; 
Not at the crown He giveth, 
But on His pierced hand; 
The Lamb is all the glory 
Of Immanuel’s land.”

JESUS AND BAPTISM 
D.F., LaGrange, Wyo. 

Question: According to John 3:22 
Jesus baptized with water, but according 
to John 4:2 Jesus did not so baptize. 
Did He ever baptize with water? 


Answer: Apparently John 3:22 must 
be understood in the light of John 4:2, 
that is, that the Lord Jesus did not bap- 
tize with water. What the disciples did 
by the authority and command of the 
Lord would no doubt be attributed to Him 
as the head of the group. Thus Solomon 
is said to have made all the vessels of the 
Temple (I Kings 7:48-51) and to have 
offered the thousands of sacrifices of 
T Kings 8:63. In John 4:2 the apostle is 
apparently anxious to correct the report 
brought to the Pharisees that the Lord 
Himself baptized. It is scarcely likely 
tat He would have baptized with water, 
for this baptism was still essentially the 
baptism of John the Baptist. This bap- 
tism did not signify the cleansing blood 
of atonement, and the Holy Spirit was 
not yet present in full regenerative oper- 
ation. John’s baptism was in a sense 
prophetic, as well as preparatory, and 
was completed only at Pentecost by the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. John had 
predicted that in contrast to his baptism, 
the Lord Jesus would baptize with the 
Holy Spirit. “The baptism of prepara- 
tion for the kingdom could not have been 
administered by Him who opened the 
kingdom of heaven” (Edersheim).

JESUS AND TITHING 
M.C.F., Beaver Dam, Wis. 

Question: Is it correct to state, asa 
religious paper put it, that Jesus did not 
command tithing but only commended it 
(Matt. 23:23)? Is it not rather a com- 
mand here, and did He not say that He 
came to fulfill the law (Matt. 5:17)? 


Answer: Matthew 23:23 is not so 
much concerned with tithing as a posi- 
tive statement about it, as it is concerned 
with tithers who are not spiritual. As 
far as this verse does concern tithing, it 
only commends it. This does not mean 
that the Lord Jesus would have condoned 
its neglect. He takes it for granted in 
this verse as obligatory on the part of 
those whom He addressed. His coming 
to fulfill the law, however, is far broader 
than any principle or any part of it. He 
came first of all to do what no man could 
do—that is, as Man, to fulfill the law 
perfectly; and as the One who fulfilled 
it perfectly in His holy and sinless life, 
He came to pay its penalty for us who 
could not keep it perfectly and were 
therefore under its penalty. The law 
with which the Christian is to be chiefly 
concerned is the law of love, because this 
comprehends all laws which man should 
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keep (Rom. 13:10; Gal. 5:14; John 13:34; 
Matt. 22:37-39). The Lord Jesus su- 
premely fulfilled the law in this respect.

JOHN THE BAPTIST 

E.D.E., Sedro-Woolley, Wash. 

Questions: (1) What is the status of 
John the Baptist according to Luke 7:28? 
(2) Why did Jesus in certain cases charge 
His disciples not to tell of a miracle per- 
formed, while in other cases He did so 
charge? 


Answers: (1) There was none great- 
er than John among the prophets in the 
sense that he was the harbinger and fore- 
runner. of Messiah (Luke 7:26, 27). He 
was also truly great in his self-denial, 
faithfulness, firmness and humility. He 
reminded men of Elijah, and some even 
thought he might be Messiah (John 1:19- 
25). The point of comparison, however, 
is not that of personal character. He 
was above all who went before him in 
the sense of his position between the old 
and new dispensations. As belonging to 
the old, and on the very edge of the new, 
he was the last and most honored of the 
Old Testament prophets; yet he was not 
in the New. Those in the new dispensa- 
tion of grace were thus in a sense in 
advance of him. He was the last great 
figure of a past of types and shadows 
ushering in the fullness and reality of 
the New, which he did not experience as 
those did who were less (according to the 
Greek of Matt. 11:11) in the New than 
he had been in the Old. (2) The most 
general understanding of the injunction 
of the Lord Jesus, to certain beneficiaries 
of His miraculous healing to maintain 
silence, is that He did not wish to precipi- 
tate the crisis in His earthly career be- 
fore the proper time. Another reason is 
that He did not wish to excite the carnal 
expectations of the Jews with regard to 
Messiah, but rather to inspire faith in 
Himself. Besides a general motive there 
might have been a particular motive 
which the circumstances would no doubt 
suggest. In Luke 5:14 the interests of 
the person healed were perhaps involved. 
As for those incidents where He did not 
enjoin silence, the reason again must be 
sought in the context. In some cases it 
would have been useless to do so. In the 
case of the demoniac of Luke 8:39, it 
seemed better to spread the news abroad 
since Decapolis was quite removed from 
Galilee and its inhabitants were mostly 
Gentile.

X IN XMAS

Question: What is the meaning of 
the abbreviation Xmas for Christmas? In 
our Sunday school discussion some 
thought this was of the devil.

Answer: The X in Xmas is the Greek 
form of the letters “ch.” As the initial 
letter of the Greek word for Christ, which 
is Xristos, it has taken the place of the 
whole word. This is not necessarily of 
the devil, probably not at all so. What is 
of the devil, however, is the commerciali- 
zation, the reducing of Christmas to a 
mere holiday without holiness, and its 
lack of spiritual significance and meaning 
in the life of the world and even of many 
professing Christians. The coming of the 
Lord Jesus into the world spelled Satan’s 
doom, and it is the devil’s business to 
hide the meaning of that coming from 
as many as he can (II Cor. 4:3, 4).

OLD TESTAMENT SACRIFICE 
E.W., Toledo, Ohio 

Question: Do passages like Isaiah 
1:10-16; 66:3, 4 prove that God did not 
really want the sacrifices mentioned 
there? 


Answer: These passages only show 
that such sacrifice was an abomination 
and insult to God because of the attitude 
of the offerers, which was the very op- 
posite of that for which sacrifice stood; 
that is, confession of sin, contrition of 
heart, acknowledgment of sin’s guilt and 
penalty and the provision of a substitute. 
There was only formalism and the out- 
ward show of a people who drew near to 
God only with their lips, whose heart 
was far from Him (Isa. 29:13; Ezek. 
33:31). The contexts show how full of 
wickedness they were beneath the out- 
ward exterior of formalism and _ rites, 
often using this as a cloak to cover and 
justify their wickedness. This is always 
the danger of formalism. In any case, 
such passages as these must be con- 
sidered in the light of the institution of 
the laws of sacrifice given so large a 
place in, “the law” in the book of Leviti- 
cus. Sacrifice, indeed, was the very center 
and heart of all the Mosaic legislation in 
the Pentateuch. There is no inherent 
value in the sacrifice of animals (Heb. 
10:4), but the humble and faithful even 
of those days must have understood that 
it was only a temporary expedient till a 
true sacrifice of infinite worth should 
appear to fulfill the type (John 3:16; Heb. 
10:10-12, 19, 20; I Pet. 1:18-20).

THE SIXTH COMMANDMENT 
Pfe. C.L.G., New York, N.Y. 

Question: How can I Samuel 17:45- 
51 (the killing of Goliath by David) be 
reconciled with the sixth commandment, 
“Thou shalt not kill”? 


Answer: In the first place, the in- 
cident cannot be put in any category 
which could be covered by the sixth com- 
mandment. Goliath was the enemy of 
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TILL THE DAY DAWN 
By G. Franklin Allee 
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David’s people. The killing of Goliath 
was in fair and open combat, and thc 
contest was by mutual agreement. In 
the second place, Goliath and the Philis- 
tines, in being the enemies of God’s peo- 
ple, were also the enemies of God. God 
used this people as the instrument of 
His divine justice on others, as in the case 
of the Canaanites. He also used other 
nations as the instrument of His divine 
justice upon His own people, even though 
this included the slaying and slavery 
of multitudes of them. But the word 
translated “kill” in the sixth command- 
ment really means to murder or assassi- 
nate, not in the sense of warfare or com- 
bat, but in the personal sense, and usu- 
ally premeditated. This is borne out by 
the constant use of the word in this way 
throughout the Old Testament.

THE MARKS OF THE LORD JESUS 
C.S., Ontario, Can. 

Question: ‘What is meant by Gala- 
tians 6:17, “For I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus”? Are they 
physical marks? 


Answer: The Revised Version reads, 
“For I bear branded on my body the 
marks of Jesus.” The Greek word for 
marks here is stigmata and refers gen- 
erally to the branding of temple slaves 
among the heathen to a particular deity. 
It certainly cannot mean that Paul bore 
such marks, nor does it mean that the 
marks of the Lord’s crucifixion were re- 
produced in Paul’s hands and side as the 
“stigmatists” of the Middle Ages claimed 
for themselves, whether true or not, on 
the basis of this passage. It simply 
meant that in the apostle there was the 
same devotion and consecration to the 
Lord Jesus Christ as that of the branded 
slave to a pagan deity. There need not 
have been any physical marks what- 
soever. But there certainly were many 
spiritual marks of that devotion in his 
humility, suffering and self-sacrifice, and 
his being made conformable to the death 
of Christ. He contrasts himself in this 
passage to the legalists of his day who, 
in spite of their insistence upon the law, 
did not keep it (6:13); who made a “fair 
show in the flesh” (as any merely out- 
ward rites can be today also). But the 
apostle could no doubt also have showed 
many a physical mark on his body of 
his devotion to the Lord Jesus—the ship- 
wrecks, stonings, scourgings (II Cor. 
11:23-27), as the Lord Jesus had also 
been scourged. So, figuratively, he was 
branded as a malefactor as the Lord 
had been.

THE DIETARY LAWS 
W.A., Kokomo, Ind. 

Question: How can you reconcile 
the statement of Leviticus 11:7, 8, which 
forbids the eating of swine, with 
I Timothy 5:3, 4, which seems to permit 
it? If swine were unclean as a food at 
one period of history, should it not always 
be so? 


Answer: I Timothy 5:3, 4 denounces 
those who command to abstain from 
meats (or foods), and declares that 
every creature of God is good. There is 
no specific revocation here of the Leviti- 
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cal law against eating swine, although 
this may be generally included or im- 
plied in “meats” or “every creature.” The 
primary reference in this passage is to a 
spurious asceticism which attached par- 
ticular merit to abstention from meats 
and to fastings, making it an end in it- 
self. This passage also denounces the 
making of “distinctions between various 
kinds of wholesome food on the ground 
that the use of one and the rejection of 
the other is a sign or means of spiritual 
grace.” It seems clear enough from the 
New Testament (Col. 2:16, 20-23; Acts 
10:9-16) that the Levitical laws concern- 
ing foods were revoked. They had applied 
to Israel as a nation and locality, few in 
number and a small land. The Church 
was to consist of multitudes, to be uni- 
versal. They were given to a people in 
their spiritual infancy and minority, 
partly as symbols of purity and clean- 
liness of life. They may have been in- 
tended for moral discipline in self-re- 
straint. They, no doubt, had some hygienic 
and sanitary value. Most certainly, they 
were intended to keep Israel separate as 
a people from the nations round about 
who used many of the prohibited animals 
in their idolatrous abominations. But 
they belonged to those rudiments or ele- 
ments (Gal. 4:3; 5:1) from which the 
Church was now set free, and which it 
no longer needed.

OUR FATHER 
F.S., Detroit, Mich. 

Question: How is it that the term, 
“our Father,” uttered by the Lord, occurs 
only in the Gospels according to Matthew, 
Mark and Luke, but not in the Gospel 
according to John or elsewhere in the 
New Testament? 


Answer: The expression, “our Father,” 
as uttered by the Lord Jesus, could, of 
course, occur only in the Gospels, so that 
your question involves only its omission 
in the Gospel according to John, as over 
against its mention in the other Gospels. 
But this expression from Him occurs 
only twice, and that is in the so-called 
Lord’s Prayer, which was spoken par- 
ticularly to the disciples. Otherwise it is 
always “my Father,” or “your Father.” 
The Lord used these expressions very 
frequently, especially in the Gospel ac- 
cording to John (see chs. 8, 14-17), 
to show the unique relationship which 
existed between Him and the Father in 


contrast with their relationship to the . 


Father. Since John omits the expression, 
“our Father,” the omission may be ex- 
plained chiefly on the ground of the 
character of John’s Gospel, which is in- 
tended to particularly portray the Lord 
Jesus as the Son of God, whereas the 
Synoptics present Him particularly in 
some aspect of His manhood.

All that the prophet really does here is 
to portray the great commotion and 
fierceness of the battle. In verse 3 the 
expression, “the chariots shall be with 
flaming torches,” could be read as in the 
Revised Version, “the chariots flash with 
steel,” and probably chariots with scythes 
were already in use. It is hardly likely 
that this passage is a mere prediction of 
a horseless carriage, or tank, or any 
modern implement of warfare, although 
the description might well fit modern 
motorized warfare. It should be con- 
sidered rather as an application than as 
a prediction.

hydrogen and oxygen—may occur as 
esters, as alcohols, as organic acids, and 
as ethers. 

Esters largely account for the fragrance 
of flowers and the aromas of fruits; alco- 
hols are used medicinally to guard 
against infection by micro-organisms; 
organic acids, such as the acetic acid 
found in vinegar, are sharp to the taste 
and are only taken in small amounts at 
a time. ; 

The judgments and chastisements of 
God are sharp and hard to bear by the 
wayward and the disobedient, for God 
says His Word “is quick, and powerful, 
and sharper than any two-edged sword,” 
but it is a satisfying portion to the one 
who seeks to do His will and therein finds 
His judgments are tempered with mercy 
and justice. Just as ether enables one 
to pass through surgical operations with 
a minimum of suffering, so God’s grace 
can see one through the most fiery ordeal 
with calmness and rest of soul. 

We have considered only 2. few of God’s 
attributes, but in reality their number is 
inexhaustible. Similarly, conservative 
estimates would include no less than 
several thousand known compounds or 
combinations of our trinity of elements. 
We have, consequently, had to select a 
few better known examples. Sweetness 
and flavor are illustrated by sugar, source 


- of energy by starches, strength and shel- 


ter by cellulose, fragrance and flavor by 
esters, protection by alcohols, judgment 
by organic acids, and help in trouble by 
ethers.

OF THE NATION 
Isaiah 9:2, 3, 6, 7; Luke 1:26-33 
Golden Text: For unto us a child 
is born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counselor, The 
Mighty God, The everlasting Fa- 
ther, The Prince of Peace.—Isaiah 

9:6. 


\HRISTMAS is coming! It should be a 
blessed and delightful time this year. 
But do not fail to ask yourself, What is 
its true meaning? Why did Christ come? 
So that we could feast and celebrate? 
Surely not. He came first of all to be a 
Saviour; but do not forget that the 
Saviour is also the King of kings. 

When Jesus came, His people Israel 
were practically without 2 government. 
They were a subject people under the 
rule of Rome. Their national life was in 
ruins; darkness had settled over their 
land, and there was both national and 
spiritual darkness. Christ came as their 
King, as well as the Light of the world: 
True, they rejected Him, and His king- 
dom is now in abeyance until He comes 
again to reign. One of these days He will 
come! 


I. Darkness—but the Light Is 
Coming (Isa. 9:2, 3). 

When Jesus came there was deep dark- 
ness in Israel; there was no king. Na- 
tional honor and glory were at low ebb. 
Religious leaders had lost their spiritual 
vision and zeal. They were going through 
the form of godliness but denying its 
power. Read the book of Malachi for a 
picture of their desolation. 

Then Jesus came, and the greatest 
Light of all time shone forth in the 
darkness. He was and is “the light of the 
world” (John 8:12). They that followed 
Him did not stumble in darkness (John 
9:5; 11:9). How sad that they received 
Him not (John 1:11)! The reason? They 
loved darkness rather than light (John 
3:17-21). 

There is much darkness in our world 
today. We need the light of Jesus in na- 
tional life, as well as in individual life. 
When will the nations of the earth recog- 
nize Him as the only One who can truly 
lead them through the darkness? 

Military leaders, educators, and scien- 
tists are saying in our day that there 
must be a spiritual rebirth of the peoples 
of the earth if we are not to have an- 
other war which will destroy everything. 
No mere revival of “religion” will do it. 
We must have Jesus, the Saviour and the 
Light!

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II. Chaos—but a King Is Coming 
(Isa. 9:6, 7). 

We have already suggested that Isaiah’s 
prophecy came at a time of chaos in 
the affairs of the nation. Would they 
ever have the order and dignity of a 
nation again? Who was to be their king? 
What kind of leader would he be? Our 
verses give the answer. 

Seven hundred years before Christ 
came, the prophet presented a glorious, 
detailed picture of the coming One. He 
was to be born as a Babe—a Son—but the 
“government shall be upon his should- 
ers.” 

What kind of King is He? His names 
reveal Him. 

“Wonderful”—that word has been so 
misused that it means comparatively 
little to us. It really fulfills its true mean- 
ing in Christ. He is unique, remarkable, 
yes, truly wonderful. “Counselor’—in 
every detail of life, great or small, an in- 
fallible Guide. “Mighty God”—not just 
like God, or representing God; Christ is 
God. “Everlasting Father’—the tender, 
loving and unfailing One to whom time 
brings no change, for He is the “Father 
of eternity.” “Prince of Peace’”—He is 
not yet the Ruler of the nations of the 
world, hence we hear not only of wars 
but of rumors of wars. Mark it well that 
there will be no enduring peace until 
He comes to reign whose right it is to 
reign, the divine Prince of Peace. 

His deeds also reveal His nature. 

Eternal justice and _ righteousness, 
peace, wisdom, understanding, counsel 
and might, the spirit of knowledge and 
the fear of God, unfailing equity—all 
these glorious accomplishments are to 
characterize the Messiah according to 
Isaiah’s prophecy. 

Has the prophecy been fulfilled? We 
know that all these qualities were in 
Christ when He came to earth the first 
time, but the complete fulfillment of this 
prophecy awaits that day foward which 
the child of God looks with joy and hope 
when Christ shall come again. 


III. Jesus Christ—the Light and 
the King (Luke 1:26-33). 
If Christ is to be honored in the Life 


‘of any nation, yes, of our nation, He 


must first be recognized as the Son of 
God, the Lord of glory, the everlasting 
King of kings. 

We need to emphasize that fact now 
when both military and political leaders 
are talking about the need of spiritual 
nevival to save the world. Let us be sure 
that they mean more than just to pay 
formal recognition to a great man and 
a distinguished moral teacher. He is the 
Saviour, and there is none other (Acts 
4:12). 

Note the marvelous fulfillment of 
prophecy which actually took place in 
the coming of Jesus. Isaiah (7:14) said

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He was to be born of a virgin. He was 
(v. 27)! He was to be the Son of God 
(Ps. 2:7). He was (v. 32)! And so on 
through all the detailed prophecies of 
His birth. 

We celebrate the fulfillment of these 
prophecies at Christmastime. Let us be 
reminded that there are hundreds of 
prophecies that He is to come again. Let 
us believe them, and look for Him. He is 
the hope of this poor world!

Let’s not miss a single bit of the joy 
and gladness of the season. Let’s observe 
all the precious customs and traditions.

Some may have to do it with a 
sense of sadness hidden in their hearts, 
but even they will join us in really keep- 
ing Christmas this year. 

But don’t forget to keep Christ in your

We who know Him should realize how 
much the world needs Him. We should 
see in the months just ahead our great- 
est opportunity to make Him known. 

What is the message of our lesson 
topic? Here it is: 


I. Make Room for Jesus! (vv. 1-7). 

“It came to pass”—yes, it always does 
when God has given His promise. For 
seven centuries God had said, “He is 
coming,” and then He came. God rules 
the affairs of this world even though 
thoughtless and unbelieving men not 
only grieve Him, but often defy Him. 

Jesus came—but He came to a man- 
ger, “because there was no room for him 
in the inn.” Is it not the same today? 
There is no room for Him now in the 
hearts of most men. Is He wanted in our 
places of business, in our governmental 
Offices, in our social gatherings? 

Remember, it was not because they 
hated Him that there was no room. It 
was just that they were preoccupied. 
“That is the trouble in men’s hearts to- 
day. They should have made room in 
the inn for Jesus even though everyone 
and everything else must be turned out, 
and we should make room for Him no 
matter what else or who else must go. 
They would have made room for Jesus 
had they known who He was. We do 
know, and yet we do not make room. 
Why not? (Jer. 17:9; John 15:24; Rom. 
8:7)” (John W. Bradbury).

II. Tell Others About Jesus! (vv. 
8-12). 

The religious leaders slept soundly the 
night Jesus was born. They knew the 
prophecies of His coming, but they were 
not looking for Him. Perchance some of 
them slept in the very inn where He 
could not be received. 

But the shepherds were awake. They 
knew that something unbelievably great 
had happened, for the heavens were 
ablaze with celestial glory. 

At first they were afraid, but they 
were soon comforted by the words, “Fear 
not.” How characteristic that message is 
of the whole gospel testimony. Fear not, 
there is salvation; Jesus has come to seek 
and to save the lost. 

But be sure to note that such a mes- 
sage is not just for one’s personal joy and 
encouragement; it is for “all people” 
(v. 10). The shepherds realized that and 
the verses following our lesson tell us 
that “they made known” what they had 
seen (vv. 17-20). 

How great that need is today! After all 
these centuries since Jesus came there 
are still multitudes of people on this 
earth who have never heard about our 
Saviour. There are children who would 
ordinarily have been in church and Sun- 
day school who, because of the war, have 
grown up in heathen darkness. 

Others there are who have heard but 
have not responded, and we must go to 
them once more this Christmas and tell 
them that “a Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord” was born in Bethlehem. 

Make room for Jesus, and then make 
Him known to others. That will lead you 
to 


III. Praise God for Jesus (vv. 13, 

The angels could hardly wait with their 
praise. “Suddenly” a multitude of the 
heavenly host appeared, praising God 
for the blessed message of peace and 
good will. 

The Christian life is quite incomplete 
and unbalanced if it does not include 
much praise. The Lord is worthy of all 
the praise of every believing heart this 
Christmas Day!

WORLD FELLOWSHIP OF CHRIS- 
TIANS 


Acts 10:34-43 
Golden Text: The same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call “pon 
him.—Romans 10:12. 


ELLOWSHIP is impossible where there is 

prejudice and intolerance. The world 
is full of it even now, after we have 
fought a global war to stop such inhu- 
manity of man to man. 


It would be a surprise even to some 
Christian people to learn that “God is no 
respecter of persons,” that with Him a 
man is not received because he is of a 
particular race, color, education or social 
position. 

God created all men, He loves all men, 
Christ died for all men, and every Chris- 
tian .ought to be desperately concerned 
that all men should hear about their 
Saviour and come to know the love of 
God. 

The Church of Christ has its greatest 
opportunity now to show that the things 
it professes to believe actually work in 
the relationship of man to man. They will 
work if we will only let them! Our lesson 
presents; 


I. Principle—God Is No Respecter 
of Persons (vv. 34, 35). 

Peter had learned about God’s love for 
the Gentiles by the vision given him con- 
cerning Cornelius (read Acts 10:1-33). 

Peter was a Jew, and God now used 
this vision to teach him a much-needed 
lesson about carrying the gospel to the 
Gentiles. The Jews were (and still are— 
let us remember it) God’s chosen people. 
However, they were not chosen for their 
own comfort, convenience or glory, but 
that they might be channels for the out- 
flowing of God’s blessing to all nations. 

Cornelius was typical of those in every 
nation who are ready for the preaching 
of the gospel. He was a God-fearing, 
righteous man, but nonetheless in need 
of redemption. God brought this man, 
whb was ready to receive the message, 
together with the man Peter, who was 
prepared to preach it, and the result was 
salvation. 

Whatever it may be that keeps us from 
carrying the gospel to all nations, we 
ought to recognize as unchristian, and 
put it aside. It may be race prejudice, 
for it still persists; but it may be an 
equally deadly indifference to the needs 
of others. Let us, like Peter, go to them 
and open our mouths (v. 34) to proclaim 
Christ. 


II. Practice—Jesus Did Good to 
All (vv. 36-41). 

The attributes of God are always ac- 
tive. He not only is good, He does good. 
So he principle, “no respecter of persons,” 
is perfectly exemplified in our Lord Jesus, 
who “went about doing good and healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil,” and 
we may well place the emphasis on the 
word “all.” 

The death of Christ for their sins 
(v. 39), His resurrection from the dead 
for their justification (v. 40), the coming 
judgment for sin (v. 42), and the remis- 
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sion of sins in His name—these are the 
essentials of Peter’s message. 

Note how plain is the truth. Jesus has 
come and has wrought redemption for 
all who will believe. Now we must choose 
whether we want Him to be our Judge or 
our Redeemer. Either He is your Saviour, 
or He will be your Judge. 

“God sent not his Son into the world 
to condemn the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved. He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned: but 
he that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten Son of 
God” (John 3:17, 18). 

The proclamation of this message of 
redemption was never completed; even 
“while Peter yet spake these words, the 
Holy Spirit fell upon them all” (v. 44). 
Blessed interruption! Would that we 
might have more like it in our churches 
and Bible schools! 

This leads up to our last point, namely, 
that we have a 


III. Privilege—We Are to Preach 
to All People (vv. 42, 43). 

Yes, it is a command (Matt. 28:19, 20), 
but it is also an inestimable privilege to 
be called of God to tell all nations about 
the One in whom they have “remission 
of sins.” 

Let us preach that message. Book re- 
views, political addresses, discussion of 
civic or social problems will not bring the 
result. Forums, clubs, discussion groups, 
unless they have for their ‘subject the 
Word of God, need not expect anything 
like this to happen. 

Preaching of the Word of God concern- 
ing the person and work of Christ, wheth- 
er it be in a home (like that of Cornelius) 
or in a great cathedral (and thank God, 
some of them do have such preaching), 
will result in some soul finding Christ 
and receiving the Holy Spirit. 

It is worthy of note that these believers 
gave evidence of their new-found spirit- 
ual life by magnifying God, obeying His 
word, and testifying to others. It is to 
the credit of Peter and his companions 
that they recognized the workings of 
God’s grace in the lives of these Gentiles. 

May we also be quick to see, appreciate 
and encourage every true gospel work, 
whether it be among our own people or 
with some other race, whether in our 
church or in some humble cottage. “God 
is no respecter of persons.”

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pered in Egypt, particularly as long as 
Joseph and the rulers who remembered 
him were alive. But they soon learned 
one of life’s bitter lessons, namely, that: 


I. Prosperity Is Not Always a Bless- 
ing (1:8-11). 

The Hebrews were a peaceful, law- 
abiding people. They were God’s chosen 
people, and as He blessed them they 
prospered, and thus innocently they 
brought upon themselves the hatred of 
the suspicious Egyptians. 

Prosperity is never an unmixed bless- 
ing. We as a nation know that to be true. 
Not only does it lead to a certain soften- 
ing of the sinews, but all too often it 
results in a weakening of the moral fiber, 
which makes man easy prey to the at- 
tack of the enemy of our souls. 

We have just passed through a great 
war which has demonstrated to the world 
that in time of crisis America can be 
strong; but now that it is over we are 
ready to fight one another to gain ad- 
vantage. Many who have profited by war 
are not content to have less gold in peace- 
time, and so the old delusion, the love of 
riches, is about to ruin many lives. 

It should be said that the Egyptians 
had reason, humanly speaking, to fear 
this great nation which was growing up 
in their midst. The new rulers did not 
know Joseph and had forgotten the spirit 
in which he had brought his family into 
the land. The leaders of the Egyptians 
therefore made plans which appealed to 
their brilliant leaders as politic and wise. 
But they reckoned without God, and the 
burdens and the afflictions they placed on 
the Israelites only served to bring further 
blessing. 

So Israel learned a lesson which our 
present sorry word can profit by, that 


II. Persecution Is Not Always a 
Burden (vv. 12-14). 

The people of Israel did not appreciate 
it, but the bitterness of their bondage was 
a blessing in disguise. 

1. It Kept Them Separate as a Peo- 
ple. 

Affliction often serves to keep God’s 
people separated from the world. It is 

‘doing so today. 

2. It Disciplined Them and Prepared 
Them for the Hardships of Their Wilder- 
ness Journey. 

We, too, do well to nemember that 
“whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth,” 
and that if we are properly “exercised” 
thereby, our sorrows may yield rich fruit 
in our lives. 

3. It Threw Them Back upon God. 

Many are the saints of God who have 
found that the fiery trial, the burden so 
hard to understand, or some affliction of 
body, has caused them to bring their 
burden to the Lord. We have traveled far 
on the road of faith when we have 
reached the place where we learn that 
“man’s extremity is God’s opportunity.” 

= They had only one place to turn. They 
were hemmed in on every side, but, as 
ever, they found that no man can close 
the way up. They called on their God. 


III. Prayer Always Brings Deliver- 
ance (2:23-25). 

Does God really know when His people 
suffer? Does He really care? Yes, He 


does. “They cried,” and “God heard” and 
“remembered.” That’s all we need to 
know. The groaning of His people had 
already stirred God’s gracious and tender 
heart. But He waited to hear their cry 
before He answered. Such is the law of 
prayer. May we not forget it. Far too 
often we turn to everyone and everything 
else, and finally, in desperation, to God. 
Why not turn to Him first? 
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Does God hear and answer prayer? 
Yes, but remember that real prayer is 
the cry of faith coming from the heart of 
an obedient child. God may answer other 
prayers, but He always answers the pray- 
er of faith. 

His answer may not be in accord with 
our opinion of what it should be, for His 
wisdom is infinite. He knows better than 
we what the answer should be. Let us 
trust the Judge of all the earth to do 
right (Gen. 18:25). 

A world thrown into unspeakable fear 
by the development of the atomic bomb 
is now recognizing that the only hope for 
the future is a spiritual revival. Many 
who scoffed at the idea of prayer to God 
are ready now to hear the witness of a 
church that really knows how to pray and 
to bring deliverance from the hand of 
God. Are we ready in this day of His 
power? 





January 13 
A PEOPLE DELIVERED 
Exodus 6:6-8; 13:17-22 
Golden Text: I will trust, and not 
be afraid; for the Lord Jehovah 
is my strength.—Isaiah 12:2. 


tHy God able to deliver thee?” was 
the question asked of Daniel in the 
lions’ den (Dan. 6:20). It is in the minds 
and on the lips of many in every hour 
of crisis. : 

God is able to deliver. Moses found that 
out when in answer to his complaint that 
the Lord had done nothing for his suffer- 
ing people (Exd. 5:22), God revealed 
Himself as the One who was not only able 
but ready to take them out of their bond- 
age. 


I. God’s Promise (6:6-8). 

Moses was to remember that he was 
dealing with the Eternal.One, unchange- 
able, and always true to His word and 
able to make His will come to pass 
(vv. 2, 3). 

So often men in dealing with God 
think of Him in terms of their own weak- 
ness and failure. What we need is to have 
a godlike conception of God, not a man- 
like idea of Him. God is the infinite and 
the Eternal One with whom we have no 
right to quarrel, and whose dealings with 
us are too high for us to judge (Ps. 139:1- 
6). 

God’s covenant with His people was 
established (v. 4). He had heard their 
cry (v. 5), and His deliverance was sure 
(v. 6). The only thing Moses had to do 
was to wait and see God work. 

That word “wait” is a little one. It 
seems to call for no effort, to be easy of 
fulfillment; yet it seems to be the hardest 
thing for a human being to do. Christians 
who can speak and work for God when 
things are active and moving become 
querulous and despondent when they 
have to wait or when they are laid aside 
for a time. 

His promise is sure. That is not just a 
religious sentiment. It is a fact, and it is 
proved by history. 


II. God’s Plan (13:17-19). 
There was a direct, easy road along the 
coast of the Mediterranean up to Ca- 
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naan, but God with His pillar of cloud 
and fire did not lead in that way. 

How strange that He should take them 
by a longer, more difficult way! Not at all. 
He knew the danger of the easy way. It 
was there that the warlike Philistines 
would be lying in ambush. Such imme- 
diate conflict would discourage Israel and 
tempt them to return to the fleshpots of 
Egypt. So He took them the other way. 

Note that God’s guidance for them was 
one of intelligent planning, not just im- 
pulse or chance. He knew what to do, and 
He did it, for their good. 

God has a plan, not only for the na- 
tions, but also for individuals, for your 
life and mine. Let us find His will for 
us, for it is good, acceptable and perfect 
(Rom. 12:1, 2). 

Note the honoring of the faith of 
Joseph in God’s promise (v. 19). The 
memory of his assurance was a blessing 
to his descendants, and they honored it 
and him. What will our descendants have 
to say about our faith in God? 


III. God’s Presence (13:20-22). 

Our God does not just send a plan or 
program to His people. He is always with 
them and is ready to go before them. The 
pillar of cloud by day and of fire by 
night was the constant evidence of His 
presence with Israel and of His constant 
guidance. 

God’s plan is made known to His peo- 
ple as they follow Him step by step. This 
means that there must be guidance, mo- 
ment by moment, if His plan is to be 
worked out. He gives such guidance, and 
it is only when His children fail to follow 
it that the pattern of life becomes con- 
fused. 

The field of divine guidance is one in 
which Christians have widely divergent 
experiences. Some know the sweet, un- 
confused daily experience of God’s hand 
upon them, caring for even the minor de- 
tails (or are they minor?) of life. Others 
have known the directive power of God 
in some life crisis, but not in the ordinary 
affairs of life. Many, and perhaps most, 
think of divine guidance as a spiritual 
theory of which the preacher talks, but 
know nothing of it in their own lives. 

What makes this great difference? 
Faith—or the lack of it. Those who trust 
God accept and receive His blessed lead- 
ership moment by moment. It is as 
simple as that. Others reach out and take 
it when the pressure of life makes them 
cast themselves on God. Others simply 
muddle along “doing their best,” which is 
not their best, for God is not in it. 

The pillar of cloud, which became lu- 
minous at night, was ideal for the guid- 
ance of Israel. It provided shade from 
the hot sun by day, and sure guidance in 
the darknes of the night. 

It moved and stopped in accordance 
with God’s will, and Israel merely had to 
obey in order to be kept in safety and in 
the right way. 

We who believe in Christ have an even 
better and more precious evidence of 
God’s presence—the Holy Spirit who in- 
dwells us. He reveals God’s will to us, 
urging us on, or restraining us as the 
need may be. Are we obedient to His 
blessed promptings? Do we walk in the 
light of His perfect guidance?

cannot create life, either physical or spir- 
itual; neither could Jannes and Jambres. 
Whatever explanation may be advanced 
for the enchantments of these magicians, 
the results were lying miracles, counter- 
feit demonstrations, deceiving, spurious, 
fraudulent signs. 


Distitline THEN, WAS THE 
TECHNIQUE used by Jannes and Jambres. 
They opposed themselves to Moses, and 
resisted God’s truth, by imitating a divine 
miracle. 

Men today are not in bondage to Egypt, 
but they are in bondage to sin’s power 
and penalty. The Christian, like Moses, 
has been commissioned to preach deliver- 
ance. Like Moses, the Christian has been 
given a miracle which is to authenticate 
his ministry. That miracle, or sign, at- 
testing to the genuineness of the Chris- 
tian’s message, is a changed manner of 
life. The spiritual walk of the-child of 
God, his redeemed character, his Spirit- 
filled personality, are to set him apart in 
the eyes of the world, adding to the effec- 
tiveness of his verbal testimony. 

But Satan, with truly diabolical in- 
genuity, has provided his substitutes for 
the glorious realities of redemption. He 
has his counterfeit gospel, his spurious 
salvation, and his counterpart of the gos- 
pel ministry of the believer. And the 
victims of his delusion have a substitute 
for the burning sincerity of the zealous 
Christian. 

The followers of the multitudinous 
cults of the day are usually sincere men 
and women, albeit they are sincerely 
wrong. Most of them are fully per- 
suaded that they are in possession of 
truth. Alas, they are destined to find 
themselves in the position of the persons 
of whom the Lord said, “Many will say 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and in thy 
name have cast out demons? and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? and 
then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity” (Matt. 7:22, 23). 


re THESE MIS- 
GUIDED DUPES of the devil have their re- 
ligion, and all too often they are inde- 
fatigable in propagating it. They have 
also been provided with a counterpart of 
the miracle which validates the Chris- 
tian’s proclamation of deliverance. This 
counterfeit miracle is the same device 
that Jannes and Jambres used; it is an 
imitation of the work of God. It is a 
spurious counterfeit of the Christian’s 
changed, transformed life. 

If our cultists were a gloomy, unhappy 
or cynical group, they would make few 
converts. Their dispositions would drive 
people away. But they are not sour, sad 
or depressed individuals. As a rule they 
are satisfied with their substitute for sal- 
vation, and they show this satisfaction 
in their buoyant natures. That is what 
makes them so dangerous. 

“For years,” a believer in Spiritism told 
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the writer recently, “I was dissatisfied 
and discouraged. Life seemed so empty 


and meaningless, and there was no joy - 


or peace anywhere. I tried everything. 
Finally I turned to Spiritism, and now, 
I can truthfully say, I have peace and 
contentment. I’m happy beyond any- 
thing I ever thought possible.” 

This woman was not telling an un- 
truth. Her radiant, beaming face bore 
witness to every word she said. She was 
resting in her beliefs, such as they were. 
She had apparently found what for years 
had eluded her. Her whole disposition 
had been changed, not by the power of 
God, but by the sinister power of Satan, 
the father of lies, whose specialty is imi- 
tating the Christian realities. “Satan 
himself is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is no great thing if 
his ministers also be transformed as the 
ministers of righteousness; whose end 
shall be according to their works” (II 
Cor. 11:14, 15).

These ministers of Satan, preaching 
the spurious gospel of a false deliver- 
ance, are legion today. They apparently 
offer men all that Christianity can give. 
And their claims are supported by a 
changed disposition which is not the work 
of the Holy Spirit, but which is to many 
a convincing imitation of the Christian’s 
new life of joy and peace and satisfac- 
tion. The uncritical eye of natural man, 
unable to make fine distinctions between 
the true and the false in the spiritual 
realm, is hopelessly confounded by the 
“evidence” of this false transformation, 
and so he accepts the pronouncements of 
the isms at their face value. 


‘Ee DEPLORABLE STATE OF AF- 
FAIRS is made worse when the unbeliever 
compares some of Satan’s transformed 
messengers with some shockingly un- 
transformed Christians, whose lives are 
grotesque caricatures of the work of 
God’s grace. The sad truth—and the 
blight of Fundamentalism today—is that 
so often those who are quite orthodox 
in their theological beliefs and in their 
doctrinal convictions are not manifesting 
much of God’s transforming power in 
their daily walk. There is no indication 
that the love of God has been poured 
out in their hearts by the Holy Spirit. 
They are cold, self-righteous, unforgiv- 
ing, and even cantankerous. There is a 
great gulf between what they preach and

what they practice—between what they 
believe and what they live. 

If Moses and Aaron had left their rod 
in the antechamber when they entered 
the royal presence, and had had no sign 
by which to authenticate their message, 
they probably would not even have re- 
ceived a hearing. Christians whose wit- 
ness is not supported by a changed walk 
are never successful in winning others. 
And while such Christians lack the effec- 
tiveness which radiant, Christ-filled lives 
would give them, the Janneses and Jam- 
breses of our day are busily enticing men 
and women with a lying miracle which 
is deceiving multitudes. 

Every child of God ought to take to 
heart this challenge to complete yielded- 
ness and out-and-out Christian living. If 
the agents of Satan transform them- 
selves, then what ought our lives to be, 
since we have been born from above 
through the mighty power of God? The 
change in us ought to be plain enough 
to be seen and known of all men. There 
ought to be in our lives that fragrance 
and sweetness which can come only from 
a most intimate fellowship with our Lord, 
unmarred by sin and willfulness. When 
men have dealings with us, it should be 
apparent to them that we have been with 
Jesus, who Himself tells us, “Let your 
light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 5:16). 

We know that ultimately those who 
are trusting in Satan’s counterfeit salva- 
tion will come to an awful end. Although 
the magicians of Egypt were able for a 
time to imitate the miracles of Moses and 


_ Aaron, there was a limit to their ability. 


The time came when they reached the 
end of their power. Confronted with the 
mighty works of Jehovah, as wrought 
through His servants, they were forced 
to confess, “This is the finger of God” 
(Exod. 8:19). 

Likewise, Paul writes of the deceivers 
of our own day, “They shall proceed no 
further: for their folly shall be mani- 
fest unto all men, as theirs [viz., Jannes’ 
and Jambres’] also was” (II Tim. 3:9). 

A counterfeit ten-dollar bill may pass 


from hand to hand, deceiving many, for. 
a long time. But when it comes under. 


the keen eye of a trained bank teller, it 
is taken out of circulation. The lying 
miracle of a life changed by a power not 
of God may also deceive many. It may 
deceive even those whose lives are thus 
reformed. But in the great day when God 
shall judge the secrets of men’s hearts 
by the gospel of Jesus Christ, the decep- 
tion will be made manifest. The folly of 
imitation will be revealed, and the re- 
luctant hearts of the ungodly will learn, 
in a revelation shattering in the finality 
of its implications, that there is in all 
this universe no acceptable substitute for 
the truth as it is in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, our Saviour.

effective work. Here are a few illustra- 
tions which may prove an inspiration. 

In the suburbs of Chicago, a group of 
men met to discuss how to reach their 
well-to-do, well-satisfied neighbors. Very 
few of their neighbors went to church, 
and those who did, attended places where 
Modernism and false doctrine were 
taught. These neighbors would not at- 
tend church meetings, revival meetings 
or any kind of religious meeting, so these 
Christian businessmen decided to do 
something different. 

They made arrangements to have a 
dinner, engaged a splendid speaker—a 
college president who knew the Lord— 
added good music and put on an enthu- 
siastic program that lasted two and a 
half hours. They sold and gave away 
tickets to their neighbors and received 
the co-operation of other Christians in 
several of the surrounding towns. One 
hundred men attended the meeting, and 
more than half of that number were un- 
saved. These Christian businessmen felt 
that the cost of a $2.00 ticket to put a 
neighbor under the preaching of a good 
gospel message was just as effective mis- 
sionary work as many other missionary 
causes. 

The speaker of the evening brought a 
splendid message, “What Are the Pros- 
pects of a Permanent Peace,” which was 
well received. It showed the hopeless- 
ness of a permanent peace from man’s 
point of view, and then by means of 
Scripture the speaker brought out what 
God had to say about permanent peace. 

The first meeting was so well received 
that 200 turned out for the second and 
250 for the third, which was the capacity, 
although there have been overflow crowds 
where as many as 325 men were present. 
Some speakers have traveled two thou- 
sand miles to deliver an hour’s address. 

As a result of this venture, the small 
group who had the vision have opened 
up many contacts with their neighbors 
and business associates. These in turn 
have become greatly interested in God’s 
Word, which was presented in an unusual 
fashion. 

Recently I attended an auction of a 
large printing plant. A businessman who 
is not in the printing business bid top 
prices and purchased three linotype ma- 
chines. 

I asked him, “What are you going to 
do with these machines?” His reply star- 
tled me. 

“I started in business years ago as a 
printer. I know printing and I love it. I 
have a hobby of buying printing equip- 
ment and sending it to the mission fields. 
I have been establishing printing plants 
for missionaries, showing them how to 
operate the equipment, training natives 
té’do the printing, and showing mission- 
aries how to make a small printing plant 
run efficiently and effectively. These ma- 
chines I have just purchased are being 
sent to Africa and South America, and 
I will take a year to visit these fields to 
get this equipment in effective operating 
order.” 


Here is another man who is using his 
talents in his own unique way to bring 
the gospel to those who have never heard 
it. 

I know an able, successful businessman 
who has been blessed with a keen mind 
and a splendid business head. He has 
been very successful at organizing busi- 
nesses and putting them on a profitable 
basis. This man has real leadership 
ability and has surrendered his talents 
and money to the Lord’s work. He is a 
member or director of some thirty boards 
—more than half of them of a religious 
nature, working and winning souls in 
American fields of endeavor. He is using 
his talent to establish missionary en- 
deavors whose interests are in the United 
States, and as soon as he gets a mission 
well established with able leadership and 
supported by Christians, he turns his in- 
terest to another field of endeavor to help 
establish some other Christian work. 


Ba YOU SAY, I HAVE NO SPE- 
CIAL TALENTS Or money. Does not that let 
me out? Our Bible tells us that some 
have ten talents, some five, some one. 
You may have the one talent. 

I know a young man, saved from a life 
of sin, and now loving and serving the 
Lord with his whole heart, who is a jani- 
tor. He maintains a prayer list which he 
and his wife go over daily, and it takes 
them more than thirty minutes. In addi- 
tion, they have daily Bible study. Re- 
cently, he was able to get an extra job 
after working hours—cleaning. He took 
this job so that he could use all this ex- 
tra money for missionary work. This 
money is in addition to the tithe of his 
regular salary. He is being faithful with 
a talent the Lord has given him. 

A missionary who has been on the field 
for a number of years came into my office 
a few weeks ago and asked advice on 
starting a new business in the country 
where he has been laboring without re- 
sults. 

He said, “I have worked hard and have 
been unable to reach any of the better 
class, the businessmen, in my country. 
The only ones I have been able to con- 
tact with the gospel have been the poorer 
and more ignorant classes. I am con- 
vinced,” he said, “that if I should go 
down there and establish the same kind 
of business I was in before I was con- 
verted, this would lead to contacts and 
conversions among influential people 
whom I could not reach any other way. 
When these businessmen are saved it 
will be far easier to reach the other 
classes, and a missionary will be able to 
do more effective work.” 

The same thing can be said for laymen 
and women in the United States. We 
have opportunities and privileges as non- 
professional missionaries that the clergy 
never have. 

We are called to be witnesses, and if 
we are faithful in our witnessing, the 
Holy Spirit will convict and bring many 
to the feet of our Lord and Saviour.

This latest work from the pen of one 
whose earlier writings have made a real 
contribution to conservative Old Testament 
scholarship is not a book to be dismissed 
with a wave of the hand. Its highly con- 
troversial content merits much fuller con- 
sideration than this brief review permits. 
While not questioning the ability or sin- 
cerity of the writer, we cannot help feel 
that in this book he has rendered the 
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Church a serious disservice. Kssentially, the 
volume is an attack on premillennialism 
and an indirect defense of amillennial 
views. Not content with criticizing the ex- 
travagances of an ultradispensationalism, 
which many dispensationalists themselves 
regard as little short of biblical confisca- 
tion, Dr. Allis proceeds to do all he can to 
undermine the whole premillenarian posi- 
tion. Particularly to be regretted are his 
undiscriminating animadversions against 
the Scofield Reference Bible and his per- 
sistent spiritualizing of God’s promises to 
Israel into prophecies of the Church. Some 
writers, it is true, have transposed much 
of the Church’s heritage to the Jews; but 
Dr. Allis has reversed the transposition 
with a vengeance!

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At Home in the Heart

am no ionger an individual or a person- 
ality. Not that I am Christ, but “for 
me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1:21), which 
is very different. Rather, it is as though 
he would say, “Because I have been to the 
cross, another Personality has come into 
my life and taken full possession and He 
reigns there.” 

How often that happens! In life’s pil- 
grimage we meet another personality, 
and the person changes our whole 
thought and attitude, sometimes for 
good, sometimes for evil, sometimes more, 
sometimes less. But here in a more inti- 
mate way than possible for any other 
person, the Lord of glory Himself comes 
in so that we can sing with those early 
French Hugenots: 

“So we live together, my Lord and I,” 
or from our own hymns, 

“IT walk and I talk with the King.” 


Martin Luther once said, “If someone 
should knock at my heart’s door and say, 
‘Does Martin Luther live here?’ I would 
reply, ‘No, he has moved out, and Jesus 
Christ has moved in.’” 


ji HAVE CHRIST THUS COME IN 
and make His home in the heart brings 
certain definite results, of which we will 
mention a few. 

First of all, He puts a glow there. You 
remember it was on that first Easter 
night, after He had been crucified and 
raised, that He met the two disciples on 
the way to Emmaus, and He followed 
them to their home, and went in and 
brake bread, and made His home there. 
And they said, “Did not our heart burn 
within us?” (Luke 24:32). When the glow 
and passion of that life moves in, the 
coals of our own hearts are kindled. And 
just as we have time in our own hearts 
for those we love, so we always have time 
for Him. Every day there is that secret 
place where we keep our tryst with Him 
in prayer and fellowship through the 
Word. This also makes the heart burn 
more and more. 

Another result is, “If Christ be in you, 
the body is dead because of sin; but the 
Spirit is life because of righteousness” 
(Rom. 8:10). We say, but my body is 
alive. Yes, it is alive. But, if Christ is in 
you, then as far as sin is concerned, when 
it comes to its passions and lusts, it is 


just as if it were dead. Sin has no part 
with Him, and He and sin cannot both 
reign in the same body. That is why when 
He is in us we put to death (mortify) our 
sinful nature (Col. 3:3-5; Rom. 8:13). 

Our Father also considers our bodies 
as dead when His Son lives in us. But 
“the spirit is life’—that may mean our 
spirit (printed with a small “s” in the 
Revised Version), or it may mean the 
Holy Spirit (printed with a large “S” in 
the Authorized Version). It may well 
mean both, for it is the Holy Spirit who 
dwells in us and makes alive, and it is we 
ourselves who become alive and live in 
Him. All this is because of His righteous- 
ness and not ours. 

The conclusion is, “If the Spirit of him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead dwell- 
eth [maketh his home] in you, he that 
raised up Christ Jesus from the dead 
shall give life also to your mortal bodies 
through his Spirit that dwelleth in you” 
(Rom. 8:11, R.V.). Christ in us is indeed 
“the hope of glory.” 


W. FIND A FURTHER RESULT of 
the indwelling Christ in Philippians 4:13. 
“I can do all things through Christ”— 
who makes His home in me. Notice the 
apostle does not say, “I can do all things.” 
The boasters and puppets, the Mussolinis 
and Hitlers, say that. But, “I°can do all 
things through Christ.” There is no better 
illustration than the ‘soft horseshoe- 
shaped iron magnet wrapped around with 
wire. In itself it cannot lift a needle, but 
turn on the current and let it flow 
through that wire and it can lift a loco- 
motive. “Without me ye can do nothing,” 
says our Lord; but with Him “all things.” 
All that He can do! 

Someone says that would mean even 
raising the dead. Yes, it meant that for 
Peter and Paul in whom Christ made His 
home. But they did not go around show- 
ing off, or making capital of it. In this 
passage Paul is thinking of something 
greater. He is thinking of suffering with 
Him, of enduring all things. And that’s 
it. 

How do the martyrs endure the stake 
and the concentration camp? How does 
that shut-in for thirteen years bear the 
plain and always greet you with a smile 
and scatter sunshine from her third-floor 
bedroom? How does that bright promis- 
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ing young couple, with every prospect of 
the good things of this life, leave home 
and country to preach the gospel in 
Africa? How can I overcome that temper, 
that passion, that lying and bitter 
tongue? Through Christ who makes His 
home in me! 

When men see these things coming to 
pass in our lives they glorify God just as 
much as if they saw us raise the dead, 
for they know the same miracle has tak- 
en place. We must first let Christ raise 
our own dead selves, and then He will di- 
rect us as to what He wants us to do 
with other corpses. But know this, that 
when Christ makes His home in us, “if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
tion” (II Cor. 5:17, margin). 

So we may go on. There is one thing, 
however, that we need to notice: when 
Christ is in us we can expect no other 
treatment at the hands of the world than 
He received. “If they persecuted me,” He 
says, “they will also persecute you; if 
they kept my word, they will keep yours 
also” (John 15:20, R.V.). Yes, it may 
mean to be hated and rejected. Yet, if we 
liken our lives to a ship at sea, then when 
He is at home in me, He is in the stern of 
the ship, and 


“No water can swallow the ship 
where lies 

The Master of ocean and earth 
and skies.” 


(- CHRIST MAY MAKE HIS 
HOME IN YOUR HEARTS through faith’— 
these last two words are the key. What 
are the works that prove your faith when 
you believe a royal visitor is coming to 
your house? Is it a son, or husband, or a 
loved one who is coming home? The first 
act of your faith is to clean house. Of 
course, Christ will come into a stable, be- 
cause He did; but that’s no excuse to 
keep our hearts like an ox stall. When we 
read, “A broken and a contrite heart, O 
God, thou wilt not despise” (Ps. 51:17), 
it means that is the kind of heart He 
will make His home in, and that contri- 
tion is the act whereby we cast out all 
those unclean, unholy things which He 
hates. 

If we really want a guest to be at home 
we even dust the unseen places; we put 
everything in its place; we cast out every- 
thing that offends; we offer the best 
room and no cramped quarters; we do 
everything we can to make the home well 
pleasing, for we want our guest to stay. 
Then we open wide the door and say, 
“Welcome!” 

Is it any less true when we prepare for 
the Master of the house? He is at home 
in a believing, clean, true, loving, serving 
heart. Best of all, by taking Him in He 
makes it that way. ~ 

“Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and be 
ye lift up, ye everlasting doors; and the 
King of glory shall come in .. . Who is 
this King of glory? The Lord of hosts, he 
is the King of glory” (Ps. 24:7-10). 

And this is what the King of glory says, 
“Behold, I stand at the door, and knock; 
if any man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him, and will sup 
with him [and make my home with him], 
and he with me” (Rev. 3:20).
